SKETCH OF PEBSIAN HISTORY, 

FROM THE TIMES OF DABIUS THE MEDS. 

See ** Notes on £zra/* p. 9. 



Daxlofl the Median, referred to by Daniel (ch. v. 81), is known 
in history as Cyazares, the son of Astyages, king of 
Med]% and the uncle of Gyros on the mother's side, 
Cambyses, the father of Cyms, having married Mandane, 
the daughter of Astyages, and sister ci Qyaxaros. In 559 
Cyms is summoned to his ancle's ud, in order to destroy 
the coalition entered into against him by the Lydlaiu and 
Babylonians. Gyms defeats Neriglissor, king of Babylon, 
and afterwards overcomes the Lydians at the river B^ys, 
B.O. 549, taking Grosns, their king, prisoner (Solon, one of 
the seyen wise men, wcu then ai his court in Lydia)» In the 
year 589 he lays siege to Babylon, at that time governed by 
Belshazzar (Labynitu8f the hing, heing db8ent)t and eventually 
enters the city through the bed of Uie river Euphrates 

Cyms the Oreai begins his sole reign on the death of his nndie. 
In 586 he issnes his famons decree in favour of the Jews. 
In consequence of this decree, many of the Jews return, 
under Zenibbabel and Jeshna, to their own land, and 
rdmild their City and Temple, In 529 Gyrus dies, according 
to Xenophon, in his bed ; but according to Herodotus, he 
was slain by Tomyris, the queen of the Massagetn. 

OaaibyMS, son of Gyms, succeeds to the throne. His conquest 
of Egypt, 525 (fulfilling thus in part EzekielV prediction, 
oh. TTJT. zxx.), and his unsuccessful expedition against 
Ethiopia, are the chief events of his short reign. Among 
other acts of cruelty, amounting almost to madness, he 
murdered his brother Smerdia. He also first married and 
afterwards murdered his dster HarosL 
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Bmerdls, 622, ihe Magian, luiirped the throne, aMnming the 
name of the mnzdered Smerdii ; bat he was dethroned by 

Darius BlyBtaapes, 521* In order to strengthen hiniBelf on the 
throne^ he maniee the danghtere of Gyms, Atossa, and 
Artistona. The principal events in his reign are the 
boming of Sardis by the Athenians and lonians, and the 
SxpediUoni againit Oreeee, 
The 1st under MardoniM, 49i, wrecked off Mount Athos. 
The 2nd under JDatit and Artaphemet, 492, during which was 
fooght the battle of Marathon, 490, in which ffippias, one 
of the sons of Peisistratiu, was slain. 

Xtezsfl, 485, snooeeds on his father's death, and undertakes the 
8rd Expedition against Greece in person, 480, during which 
were fought battles at Thermopyls, at Salamis {c^fter ukieh 
XerxaJUdfrom Greeee, leaving Afardoniut in command), also 
at Platoea and Mycale {on ihe same day), and in 469 the 
battle is gained by Gimon, son of Miltiades, at the Euxymedon. 
Xerxes is murdered in 464. 

Artazerzea Zongimanu» (^ longhanded), 464. The chief 
events of his reign are as follows. — He suppressed a revolt 
of the Egyptians (in which they were aided hy ihe Aiheniarut), 
and put Inarue their king to deaih. In 469 Gimon again 
defeats the Persians in a sea fight off Gypms. In 457, 
Esra, and in 445, Nebemiali, are permitted to visit Judea, 
and to rebuild the waXU of the city (the city and temple had 
b^en rebuilt under Zerubbabel and Jeshua). (This was 
the Ahasuems who married Esther, according to Dean 
Prideaux). 

Xerxes n, 424, reigns only 45 days. He is succeeded by 

Sogdlanus, an illegitimate brother, who after six months was 
slain by 

Daxlns Ncihu* (the illegildmate), 423. This king is known 
chiefly as the father of Cfyms Ihe Younger. 

Artazexxes Mneaum, 405. Soon after his accession he is attacked 
by his brother Gyrus the younger, who is aided by Greeks. 
The expedition (the AnabasiB of Xenophon) is defeated at 
the Battle of Gnnaxa» 401, and Gyrus slain. 

Artazerzas UZ, or Ochus, 885, murders his predecessor and his 
family, suppresses a revolt in Egypt, and slays Api», their 
oalf-god. He is slain by Bagoas, an Egyptian. 
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IrsM, 838» the yonnger aon of Artaserzes, u pat on the throne 
by BagoM, whose intention was to reign really while Arses 
was nominally king, but finding him determined to avenge 
his lather's murder, he slays him, and elevatea 

Sariiu CodomanvM, 886 (short handed), who destroys Bagoas. 
Last king of Persia, defeated at tlie battles of Oranious, 
Issus, and Arbela, by Alexander the Great, who doses the 
Persian Empire. 



THE TIMES OF 

1. Bome. — From the Tabular View appended to this book it 
will be seen that the Kingdom of Bome, founded by Bomulus 
in 753, had been brought to a dose, by the crimes of the last 
king, Tftmnln the Proud, and other members of his family, after 
240 years' duration, B.O. 510. Consuls having been appointed, 
the Bepublic, after the war with Lan Fonena and Tarquin, 
becomes firmly established; and while Ezra is revising the 
Scriptures in Judea, and Nehemiah is building the walls of 
Jerusalem^ the infant Bepublio is contending with the various 
perils, (from the secessions of her plebeian order, and frequent 
wars with the neighbouring states,) which from time to time 
threaten to obstruct her patlu 

3. Oreeoa.— In Athens, the fall of the Peliistratidn, in the 
very year in which the Tarquins were expelled* (510), restores 
her people to freedom again. The War against Persia, with 
its connected events, unites nearly all the states in the earlier 
half of the century, while the latter half is taken up with the 
Sacred and Peloponneslaa Wars. The Tabular View before 
referred to will show at a glance the principal events and great 
men of the period, contemporary with Bira and Nebemlah« 

8. Egypt. — Brought under the power of Babylon by Nebuchad. 
nezzar in 572, this kingdom, once so powerful, became a prey 
to each succeeding conqueror, — to the Persians, under Cambyses, 
son of Cyrus, 525; and after a vain struggle^ in which Inams 
and AmyrtflBUS were aided by the Athenians, 414, their last king, 
Neotaaebiu, passed away, 850 ; and the prophet's words were 
fulfilled.—"/* thdll he the bateit o/ifcin^wfom*."— (E«ek.xxix. 16.)

On reaching Jerusalem, Ezra finds that many abuses had crept 
in; he efiEects therefore a refomiatioii, espeoiaUy by inducing the 
people to pat aw&y strange wives (ch. viii-x.) ZCohariah's pre- 
<liction of the gl^y of Christ's Jdngdom was now published 
(oh. iz."xiv.) 

In 445, 12 years after fisra, afehamiali is allowed to visit 
Judea, sUrred up by a d^putmtion v^kAch came from /enualem 
tNeh. i-ii.) He succeeds, alter hindrances from Sanballat and 
the Samaritan party, in building the walls after 52 days. 

445 B.o,r— Aooorduig to Dr. Townsend, K^emJalL retwns 
now to Persia, aoc(Mrdiog to his prcwiise :(ohap. ii.

•ntle. — ^It is tenned In some Tersions ^ l^e fieeond Book 
of Ezra," or Esdras, Athanasius, ChryBOstom, and other 
eminent men having aopposed that it was written bj 
Ezra ; but it is eorreotly teamed in all modem Hebrav 
bibles the Book of Kehemiali, from its author. 

Antbor. — ^That Kehemiah, eup bearer to Artaxerxes 
Longimanus, was the author of this book, there is no good 
reason to doubt. It is written, in hit name; and what is 
not by any means usual, it is tmttm also in the JSrtt 
person. See cbap. ii, 9, 16, &c; 

Some modem critics, however, think that the ifv^ordB 
JHi^re Nehemfi^ah {*^fhe words of J^ehemiah"), with which 
this book begins in the Hebrew text, are not to be nxid^r* 
stood as referring to Nebemiah as author, but only to the 
events of his life and coverament ; and in support of this 
view they allege that although the first person is employed 
by the writer i& the earlier part of ike book (ch. i. to viL 6\ 
in the latter part (cfa. viii to x« 29), the third person is used. 
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Thu objeeticfhj howeyer, is easily remoTod, for while the 
use of the firtt person decides the question of aathorshio, 
tiie chance to the third person in ch. viii. to z. 39, is emsj 
accounted for on the supposition that ^^toritUn documents" 
were incorporated with Mb narrative, the insertion being 
made under his eye, and by his own hand,, as compiler of 
the work. — ^^ Brown and Fau8»eC» Com^* 

A second obfectiofi is drawn from the registers of nam*s 
found in ch. zii, in which we find the name of Jadduat who 
lived in the time of Aleianrter tbe Great ; but this part ol 
the register (ch. zii. 10-26), was added by ^Uhe OrecU 
Synagogue " in the time of Simon the Just, when the canon 
of scripture was finally closed. See Appendix, H. 

Antlientlclty and ZnspiratloiL — The authenticity of the 
history has never been called in question, and its inspiration 
rests on the same ground as that of the other Old Testament 
Scriptures — see Luke zziv. 44 ; Nehemiah being included 
in *' the ProphetSf'* see catalogues of Old Testament Scrips 
tures in ^ The Scnptttres Arrangedy^ pp. 29, 30, or in Prid, 
Connex, voL i. pp. 316-319. 

Style and Language. — See tables on ^^ Hebrew Literature** 
Appendix. It is written in Hebrew, under what is known as 
the *Headen age" (see Scriptures Arranged^ p. 16X and con- 
tains therefore admixtures of foreign words and names, 
Persian and Chaldee — as 7*«r«AaMa, for Grovemor, notfouad 
in the earlier periods. 

Date, -^It was written probably at different times, 
during the author's life in Judea, but as the last Rrforma'- 
tion by Nehemiah was in the year 409, it may have be«i 
completed between that year and the close of the century 
400. 

Period comprised may be said to extend from 445 to 
400, about 45 years.

THOiagB trom JesusaJMn.— (v. 1) ^* Th£ words of Nehendah 
tBe son. of HaehaHalL. And it came to. pas8iiii:the month 
ChMeUy in the tiMntieth year^ aa I was ih Shushanf the 
palace, (v.. 2) That ffanani,. one of my brethren, came, he 
and certain men of Judah i and I asked them concerning 
the Jews that had escaped, which were leift of the cap- 
tivit^f and concerning Jerusalem, (v. 3) And they said 
nnto me^ The remnant that are left of the captivity there 
in the province are in great affliction and reproach; the

Hehemlob's Prayer.— (v. 4) "And it came to pafls, when I 
heard these words, that I sat down and wept, and 
inbumed certain days, and fasted, and prayed before 
the Ood of heaven, (v. 5) And said, I beseech thee,. O 
Lord God of heaven, the great and terrible Gody that 
keepeth covenant and mercy, for them that love him and 
observe his commandments : . . (v. 6) Let thine 
ear now be attentive, and thine, eyes opeu^ that thou 
mayest hear the prayer of thy servant, which I pray before 
thee now,^ day and night, for the children of Israel thy. 
servants, and confess the sins of the children of Israel^ 
which we have sinned against thee : both I and my father's 
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house have sinned. . . . (y. 7) TF0 Aa«9 d^U very 
cwrupity against thee, and have not kept the oommancU 
ments, nor the statutes, nor the judgments, which thou 
commandedst thy servant Moses. . . (y, 8) Bemeih- 
ber, I beseech thee, the Wfrd that thou commandedst iSkj 
servant Moses, saying, If ye transgress, I will scatter you 
abroad amonff the nations : . . (v. 9) But if ye tu^n 
unto me, and keep my commandments, and do them; 
though there were of you cast out unto the uttermost 
part of the heaven, yet will I g<aheT tkem from tiience, 
and will bring them unto the place that I have chosen 
to set my name there. . . (v. 10) Now theee are thy 
servante and thy people, whom thou hast redeemed by 
thy great power, and by thy strong hand. . . . 
(v. 11^ O liord, I beseech thee, let now thine ear be 
attentive to the prayer of thy servant, and to the prayer 
of thy servants, who desire to fear thy name : and prosper, 
I pray thee, thy servant this day, and -grant him mercy in 
the eight cf this man.

The words 
indicate that Nehemiah is the author, and also that in the 
Sepher-Ezra — the Book of Ezra, as this book and that of 
Ezra were termed — NehemiaNs history begins here, 

Nehemiah, v. 1 {comforted by Jehovah\ was apparently 
of the tribe of Judi^ ch. ii. 3 and 5, ^^the city qf my 
father^ sepulchres/* There were two others of this name-»- 
one who nad come back with Zerubbabel 80 years before, 
Ezra IL 2 ; another, one of the builders, Neh. iiL 16.

— Capital of Susiana, a pro- 
vince of Persia, east of the Tigris. It was a winter re 
sidence of the kings. '' The Palace" v. 1, was a distinct 
quarter of the city. According to Josephus, NehemiiJi 
was walking round thepalace walls, when he overheuxL 
persons conversing in Hebrew^ and made enquiry as to 
the state of Judea. 
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< "ffancmi,'* v. 2. — In chap. vii. 2, Nehemiah calls him 
** mjf brotherj* He may have been onl^ of his kindred. 
It is thought that Haoani and " certain men (if JudcJi" 
were sent as a deputation from Jerusalem to solicit pro-

'* Escaped," y. 2.— Who had been left in the land at the 
time of the captivity, 2nd Kings zxy.

"/n the province" v. 3 — Judea — ^now no longer a king- 
dom, but only a province under foreign rule. Ezra ii. 1.

** The fsall," v. 3—" is broken dotm."—AB left by the 
Chaldeans. 2 Kings zxv. 10 ; Jer. liL 14. Ezra's com- 
mission extended only to the dty and temple. In Ezra 
i-v. 12-16, we have a false statement, made by their enemies 
in order to prejudice the king against them ; for the walls 
had not been rebuilt under Ezra. 

** The gates thereof^ v. 3. — No reference to the burning 
of the gates is found in the histoiy — 2 Kings ; but we 
learn from the Assyrian sculptures that it usudly followed

" The God cf Heaven" v. 4— This is a Persian, not a 
Jewish title of GK)d. Its frequent occurrence in this book 
proves it to have been written under the Persian Period,

CHAPTER. IL 

Artazeixes, Iiavixig learned tlie oanse of' Nelie* 
miah's sadneBS^ sends him; ta Jerusalem with 
a commission to bnild and restore the walls, 
ffis anival at Jerusalem, to the disappobtr 
ment of the- enemies of the Jbws. His night 
visit to the walls. He exhorts the Jews to 
bnilili at onoe.. 

Bis BeiiiieBt of the Sing.— (y. 1) *' And it came to. pass' 
in the month Niean^ in the twentieth year of Artaxerxes 
the king, that wine wax before him : andl took up the 
wine^ and gave it unto the kinff. Now I had not been 
b^oretime'Md in his presence. ^. 2) Wherefore the* Jdng 
said unto me, Why ie thy countenance ead, seeing thou art 
not sick ?• thui ie notibing e^as bnt sorrow of heart. Then 1 
toaa very sore afraid, (v. 3) And said unto the kiug, Let the 
king- li^e for ever : why should not my countenance be 
sad, when the city, the place of my father^ sepulchres^ lieth 
waste^.and'the gates thereof are consumed with fire ? (v. 4) 
Then, the; king, said unto me. For what doat thou make 
request 1 So 1 prayed to the Qod of heaven. (▼« 5) And I 
sauL.unto the king". If it please the Jdng, and if thy servant 
have found favour: in tny sight, that l^on wouldst send 
me onto Judah,. unto, the xsity of my father^ a^ndehreSf 
that I may build it. (y. 6) And the king said unto me, 
Cthe q^eenaleo eitHng^^by hamf) For how long shall, thy 
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journey be ? and when wilt thou return ? So it pleased the 
king to send me ; and I set him a time, (v. 7) Moreover 
I said unto the king, If it please the king, let letters be 
given me to the governort beyond the river, that they 
maj covwey me over till I come into Judah ; (y. 8) And 
a letter unto Asaph the keeper qf the hin^e forest, that he 
xuay give me timber to make beams for the gates of the 
palace which appertained to the house, and for the wall 
of the dty, and for the house that I shall enter into. And 
the king granted me, according to the good hand qfmy Qod 
upon me. 

His Journey to Jerusalem.— (v. 9) '^ Then I came to the 
governors beyond the river, and gave them the king's 
letters. N<yw the king had sent captains of the army and 
horsemen with me. (v. 11} When SanhaUat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, heard of it, it 
grieved them exceedingly that there was come a man to 
seek the welfare of the children of Israel (v. 11} So I 
came to Jerusalem, and teas there three days," 

Night visit round tlia Walls.— (v. 12} ** And I arose in the 
uight) I and some few men with me; neither told I any man 
what my Gk>d had put in my heart to do at Jerusalem 
neither was there any beast with me, save the beast that 
I rode upon. (v. 13} And I went out by night by th3 
gate cf the valley, even before the dragon wdl, and to the 
dun^ port, and viewed the walls of Jerusalem, which were 
broken down, and the gates thereof were consumed with 
jdre, (v. 14} Then I went on to the ga;te cf the fountain, 
and to the king's pool : but there was no place for the beast 
that was under me to pass. (v. 15) Then I went up in the 
night by the brook, and viewed the wall, and turned book 
and entered by the gate qf the valley, and so returned, (v. 
16} And the rulers knew not whither I went, or what I 
di^ ; neither had I as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the 
priests, nor to the nobles, nor to the rulers, nor to the rest 
that did the work/* 

His Address to the Elders.— (v. 17) ''Then said I unto 
them. Ye see the distress that we are in, how Jerusalem 
lieth waste, and the gates thereof are burned with fire : 
come, and let us build up the wall of Jerusalem, that we be 
no more a reproach, (v. 18} Then I told them of the hand 
of my God which was good upon me ; as also the king's 
words that he had spoken unto me. And they said. Let 

B 
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us rise up and build. So they strengthened their hdnde 
for this good work." 

Samaritan oppoaitioiL— (y. 19) ''But wheD Sanballat the 
Horonite, and Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, and 
Oeshem the Arabian, heard it, they laughed us to scorn, 
and despised us, and said, What is this thing that ye do ? 
will ye rebel against the king f (v. 20) Then answered I 
them, and said unto them. The Ood of heaven, he will 
prosper us; therefore we his servants wiU arise and build : 
but ye have no portion, nor right, nor memorial, in 
Jerusalem." 



" In the month Nisan** v. 1. — Four months, therefore, 
had passed since the events of the Ist chapter before he 
made this request, for Nisan corresponds with our March 
md April The Hebrew name for the month was Abib, 
Nisan being of Persian origin, 

^' I took up the wine and gave it*' — Before presenting the 
wine to the king, the cupbearer poured a little into his 
left hand and drank it. This was done lest a cupbearer 
should poison the king through the wine. 

" Why is thy countenance sadf** v. 2. — Signs of sorrow 
were not allowed in the king's presence. Esther iv. 2. 

*^ Then I was very sore ^raid^ — lest the king should 
connect his troubled countenance with some supposed 
design against his person, and put him to death on mere 
suspicion, Dan. ii. 12, 13 ; v. 19. 

** The place ofmyfaJtheri sepulchres,^ v. 3 (see also v. 5) 
— ^** City cf" &c. — From these words it is fairly concluded 
that Nehemiah belonged to Jerusalem, and was qfthe tribe 
of Judah, 

" So I prayed to the Ood of heaven " — that is, mentaUy, 
being in the king's presence. As in Gen. zxzii., so here 
also prayer and prudent effort are combined. 

" The queen also sitting by him,** — Herodotus states, 
ch. Ix. 110, that kings' wives were sometimes present at 
banquets. This, however, seems to have been in private. 
According to general opinion the ^^qu^en** here referred 
to was Estber, and the kin^, Aliasaerus — the word 
Artaxerxes meaning the great king, and therefore only a 
title. The Ahasuerus, the great king, 

" I set him a time.** — Most probably not exceeding 12 
months. It is not likely he would at this time have asked 
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to be allowed to remain for 12 years. See ch. ziii. 6, and 
V. 14 ; but see " Order of events,^* and ** Times of Nehemiahy^ 
Jndea. On his arrival in Judea he hastens the building 
of the walls, so that they were finished in 52 days. Be- 
tuming then to Persia, according to this promise^ he receives 
his commission as governor^ ch. viL 70. 

•* Oovemora beyond the rive/ri* v, 7. — Satraps governed 
the provinces under Persian rule. "Beyond the river" 
means here to the west cfthe Euphrates, Susiana being on 
the east of it. The Persian Empire extended at this 
period from the Mediterranean Sea to the Biver Indus, and 
was divided into two parts by the Euphrates. In Ezra v. 
3-4^ the words '* on this side the river, mean, of course, the 
western or Judsean side, the speakers being in Judaea; but 
in Nehem. ii. 7, " beyond the rivei^* means also the western 
or Judsean side, the speakers being in Susa — east of the 
Euphrates. See Ezra viii. 36. 

" Convey me," v. 7, — Ezra refused an escort — Ezra viii. 
21-23 — for he was a Priest, and his a sacred mission to 
build the city and templa Nehemiah's object was to secure 
protection for his people against their enemies ; hence the 
king's authority to rebuild the walls, and his continued 
protection was necessary. See v. 9. 

" Keeper of the kin(fs forest^' v. 8, — The forest of 
Lebanon, according to Bp. Patrick, 1 Ks. v. 6-10. In the 
Speakei^s Commentary it is described as a park in the neigh- 
bourhood of Jerusalem, perhaps where the ^^ Gardens of 
Solomon'* were. This view is fairly tenable from the trans- 
lation of this word in Eccles. ii. 5, and Cant. iv. 13 — 
Orchard, The word here translated "forest" is pardes, 
rendered through the Ixx. a, paradise or park. The deri- 
vation peri round, and daeza a wall, seems to indicate a 
walled enclosure. 

" The gates of the palace,*' v. S,-^Birah, a fortress rather 
than a palace. It lay close to — *^ appertained to'* — the 
" hoiue ' or temple. This fortress now mentioned for the 
first time was known in the time of the Bomans as the 
tower Antonia, 

" The house that 1 shall enter into,'* v. 8, — the Gk)vemor's 
house — Nehemiah's own dwelling. There are thus three 
buildings indicated here. The house (Temple), the palace 
(fortress) near to it, and the governor's house. 

**Aocording to the good hand of my Ood" v. 8. — Bira — 
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ch. viL 6, and viiL 22 — and Nehemlab both ascribe all 
good to Qod. 

'' The King had sent eapiainti* v. 9.— An escort See 
y. 7, and Ezra viii 22. 

'* JSanballatf" v. 10, — probably a Babylonian name, from 
Sin, the moon god, as in Sennacherib, and Balato, eminent, 
as in Bel-balatu. — Sp. Oom, 

** Horonite/* y. 10.*^ A native of one of the Bethhorons, 
the upper or the lower, Josh. zvL 3-6, 2 Oh. viii. 5, and 
theretore a Samaritan — ''sinoe the Bethhorons had be- 
longed to Epbraim." — Sp^ Cam. Id several other Com- 
mentaiies the term Horonite is derived from Horonaitn, a 
town in Moaby IsaL xv. 6. The latter is most probably the 
correct view, that Sanballat, the leader of the Samaritan 
party, was a KoaMto. 

'' Tobiah the servant^ v. 10, — the slave. An Ammonite 
slave whom Sanballat employed as secretary, ch. vL 17-19; 
or one who had been a slave and now freed ; employed 
probably as district magistrate under the Syrian satrap. 
(Moab and Ammon had been subjugated by the king of 
Babylon, but afterwards restored under the Persians, 
accordin^sf to Jeremiah's prediction, zlviiL 47, and xlix. €). 

" It grieved them," v. 10, — probably because their chief 
city, Samaria, would necessarily decline if Jerusalem 
should be restored. See Ezra iv. 4-24^ v. 6-17. 

" 2 vms there three days" v. 11 — before informing any one 
of his purpose. He seems to have been on this occasion for 
about 12 months there before returning, ch. ii 6, and 
" Order qf events** pp. 4, 8. 

" The gate of the vdUey" v. 13. — Opening into the valley 
of Hiunom, which lay to the toest and south of Jerusalem. 
It was near the modem Jaffa gate, 2 Chron. zxvi 9. 

" The dragon well," v. 13. — Either because the spout was 
in the form of a dragon's mouth^-Broum and raussett's 
Com, — or from the serpentine course of the stream. In 
the Izx. it is rendered oy ^*mjouth of the fountain qf figs" 
in the Stfriac by '^ the fountain of the hUls," and in the 
Arabic by " the torrent" 

*^ To the dung port," v. 13.— A gate on the east of the 
city, by which offal was carried into the valley of Hinnom 
(Gehenna, N.T.), or through which there ran a sewer to 
the brook Kidron, and so into the valley of Hinnom. — 
Brown and Faussete Coiiu 
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** The gcUe qf the fountain*' v. 14 — of Siloak, A gate 
in the Tyropceon VcUley, and not far from the fountain of 
Siloah, near to which lay the fount of Opkel, here called 
the king's pool, i.«., Solomon's, or HeseUaH's. {PoMs An/not) 

" No place for the beast," v. 14. — ^There wm too miush 
rubbish about it. 

'* By the brook" v. 15, — Kidron» He was now on the 
ecut of the city, and turned back (not retraced his steps) ; 
but having examined the eastern wall, he turned westward, 
and haviug made the circuit of the eity, returned, entering 
by the valley gate, 

*' And the riders" v. 16. — ^The elders or princes who had 
been in authority before he came. See £zra ix. 1. 

" The rest that did the work," v. 16—" The labourers."— 
He had told none of his intention. 

" Let us rise up and buUd," v. 18, — This sudden resolu- 
tion was formed, Nehemiah having not only mentioned 
God's favour to him, but the influence which he had exerted 
on the king's mind — " ae also the king's words" They were 
unusually favourable, and to be ascribed only to the hand 
of Ood, V. 18. 

^^Strengthened their hands" v. 18, — by resolution and 
mutual exhortation. Hag. i. 13-16 ; Heb. xii. 12. 

" Oeshem the Arabian" v, 19.— Sargon, king of Assyria, 
had peopled Samaria with Arabians, hence Seshem takes 
part witn the Samaritan party. Nothing more is known 
of Geshem but what is here said, and in vL 1-5 ; iv. 7. 

** Against the king" v. 19 — of Persia : all were subject 
to him at this time. 

" The Ood of heaven," v. 20.— See v. 4, and note, 

CHAPTER IIL 

The names of those who built the walls, and 
the portions of the walls whioh they severally 
built. 

Tbe Wans and its Builders; East Side.— (v. 1) ''Then 
Eliashib the high priest rose up with his brethren the 
priests, and they ouilded the sheep gate; they sanctified 
it, and set up the doors of it ; even unto the tower of Meah 
they sanctified it, unto the tower of Hananeet, (v. 2) And 
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next unto him builded the men cf Jericho. And next 
to them builded Zaccur the son of Imri," 

Korth Bide.— (▼. 3) '^ But the fish gate did the sons of 
Hasseuaah build, who also laid the beams thereof, and set 
up the doors thereof, the locks thereof, and the hare therec^f, 
(v. 4) And next unto them repaired Meremoth the sou of 
Urijah, the son of Koz. And next unto them repaired 
Meshullam, the son of Berechiah, the son of MeshezabeeL 
And next unto them repaired Zadok the son of Baana. 
(v. 5) And next unto them the Tekoites repaired ; but 
their nobles put not their necks to the work of their Lord, 
(v. 6) Moreover the old gate repaired Jehoiada the son of 
Paseah, and Meshullam the son of Besodeiah ; thej laid 
the beams thereof, and set up the doors thereof, and the 
locks thereof, and the bars thereof, (v. 7) And next unto 
them repaired Meletiah the Gibeonite, and Jadon the 
Meronothite, the men of Gibeon, and of Mizpah, unto the 
throne of the governor on this side the river, (v. 8) Next 
unto him repaired Uzziel the son of Harhaiah, of the 
goldsmiths. Next unto him also repaired Hananiah the 
son of one of the apothecaries, and they fortified Jerusalem 
unto the broad "wall." 

West Side. — (v. 9) '^ And next unto them repaired Be- 
phaiah the son of Hur, the ruler of the half part of Jeru- 
salem, (v. 10} And next unto them repaired Jedaiah the 
son of Harumaph, even over against his house. And next 
unto him repaired Hattush the son of Hashabniah. (v. 
11) Malchijah the son of Harim, and Hashub the son of 
Pahath-moab, repaired the other piece, and the tower of the 
furnaces, (v. 12) And next unto him repaired Shallum 
the son of Halohesh, the ruler of the half part of Jerusalem, 
he and his daughters, (v. 13) The valley gaie repaired 
Hanun, and the inhabitants of Zanoah ; they built it, and 
set up the dooi*s thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof, and a thousand cubits on the wall unto the dun^: 
gate. 

South-East Side.— (v. 14) ''But the dung gate repaired 
Malchiah the son of Kechab, the ruler of part of Beth- 
hajccerem ; he built it, and set up the doors thereof, the 
locks thereof, and the bars thereof, (v. 15) But the ga;le 
of the fountain repaired Shallun the son of Col-hozeh, the 
ruler of part of Mizpah ; he built it, and covered it, and 
set up the doors thereof, the locks thereof, and the 
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bars thereof, and the wall of the pool of Siloah by 
the kin^s garden^ and unto the atain that go down from 
the city of David, (v. 16) After him repaired Nehemiah 
the son of Azbuk, the raler of the half part of Betkzur^ 
anto the place over against the sepidchres of David, and to 
the pool that was made, and unto the hoiue of the mightj/," 
City of David.— (v. 17) *' After him repaired the Levites, 
Behum the son of Bani. Next unto him repaired Has- 
habiah, the ruler of the half part of Keilah, in his part. 
(v. 18) After him repaired their brethren, Bavai the son 
of Henadad, the ruler of the half part of Keilah. (v. 19) 
And next to him repaired Ezer the son of Jeshua, the 
ruler of Mizpah, another piece over against the goiug up to 
the armoury, at the turning of the wcdL (v. 20) After him 
Baruch the son of Zabbai earnestly repaired the other 
piece, from the turning of the wall unto the door of the 
house of Eliashih the high priest, (v. 21) After him 
repaired Meremoth the son of Urijah, the son of Koz, 
another piece, from the door of the house of Eliashib even 
to the end of the house of Eliashib. (v. 22) And after him 
repaired the priests, the men of the plain, (v. 23) After 
him repaired Benjamin and Hashub over against their 
house. After him repaired Azariah the son of Maaseiah, 
the son of Ananiah, by his house, (v. 24) After him 
repaired Binnui the son of Henadad another piece, from 
the house of Azariah unto the turning qf the wall, even 
unto the corner, (v. 25) Palal the son of XJzai, over 
against the turning of the wall, and the tower which 
lieth out from the king's high house, that was by the court 
of the prison. After him Pedaiah the son of Parosh. 
(v. 26) Moreover, the Nethinims dwelt in Ophel, unto the 
place over against the water gate toward the east, and the 
tower that lieth out (v. 27) After them the Tekoites 
repaired another piece, over against the great tower that 
Lieth out, even unto the waU of OpheL (v. 28) From above 
the horse gate repaired the priests, every one over against 
his house, (v. 29) After them repaired Zadok the son of 
Immer over against his house. After him repaired also 
Shemaiah the son of Shechaniah, the keeper of the east 
gate. (v. 30) After him repaired Hananiah the son of 
Shelemiah, and Hauun the sixth son of Zalaph, another 
piece. After him repaired MeshuUam the son of Berechiah 
over against his chamber, (v. 31) After him repaired 
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Malchiah the goldsmith's son, unto the place of the Nethin- 
ims, and of the merchants, over against the gcU$ Miphkad^ 
and to the going up of the comer, (v. 32) And between 
the going up of the comer unto the sheep gate repaired the 
goldsmiUiB and the merchants." 

*' Eliaehib the high priest,*' v. 1. — He was grandson of 
Jeshna. See ch. xiL 10, xiii. 2 ; and Zech. iii. He was 
the first high priest after the return from Bab^rlon. His 
grandson married a daughter of Sanballat« ch. xiii. 28. The 
priests set an example by undertaking the wall adjacent 
to the temple. 

** The sheep gate" v. 1. —Either a gate not far from the 
Fool of Betbesda, originally perhaps a sheep-pool — John 
v. 2 ; Sp* C. — or a gate openingon the sheep market, 

** Thet/ sanctified it,*' v. 1.— Having finished their own 
portion near the temple, they sanctified it by a formal 
ceremony; afterwards, when tiie whole of the walls were 
completed, they were all dedicated, ch. xii. 27-43. 

'*Set up the doors thereof,* v, I.— The doors were not 
actually set up until after this time, ch. vi. 1. Here we 
are merely informed that the priests did all the work, at 
whatever time completed. 

^^ The tower of Bananeel" v. 1. — Often referred to; 
Jer. xxxi. 38, Zech. xiv. 10, &c 

" Tower of Meah,' v. 1. — Meah means a hundred; and 
some suppose the sense to be, a hundred cubits of the wall 
they sanctified, even unto the tower of HananeeL The 
" tower of Meah** occurs only in Nehemiah. 

" The men of Jericho,** v. 2. — The people of the towns 
here mentioned built those portions of the walls which were 
nearest their own cit^r. We have therefore, in the position 
of the villages, a fair indication of the position of the walls 
built, whether on the ea>st, as in v. 1-2; on the north, y. 3-7; 
on the west, as in v. 8-13; or onthe^ot^^A, in v. 14-16, — the 
remaining verses to 32 referring to the city of David, See 
Smith*s Dictionary, &c. 

" The fish gate,** v. 3. — In the north of the city, east of 
the Damascus gate, by which fish was brought in from the 
Jordan and the Sea of ChlUee. 

** The locks thereof, and the bars,** v. 3. — The word ren- 
dered by locks may mean cross bars for fastening the gates; 
and instead of bars we should have had *^ catches ** for the 
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baxB to rest in. — 8p Com. Bab as iey$ are traced ia 
Assyrian ruins 200 years earlier than Nebemiah's time~ 
see also Isa. xxii. 22 — may the words not be correctly 
translated locks and bars after all ? 

" Nobles put not their necks^' v. 5. — Helped not in the 
work. See Judg. v. 23. 

*< The old gate,' v. 6. — Probably the Damascus gate, in 
the north wall. 

^^ Meronothite^ t. 7. — ^A town apparently dependent on 
Mizpab. 1 Cbron. xxvii. 30. 

" Unto the throne,^ v. 7. — The men of Gibeon and of 
Mizpah, even including those who were not under ^ehe-r 
miah, but under a Syrian governor, helped in the work, 
ch. i. 7. 

*' Apothecaries^ v. 8. — Preparers of perfumes, ointments, 
&c. — Oesenius. 

'^Fortified*' v, 8.— See margin 'Hrft."* The broad wall 
was a portion on the western corner, about 400 cubits in 
length, which had been so strongly built by Uzziah, that 
the Chaldeans left it standing. The people now building 
fortified (see iv. 2) up to this wall, which, naving been built 
of double width, did not need repairing. 

** Ruler of the half part of Jerusalem^ v. 9. — Chief of 
the half district or circuit round the city. — Brown and 
Faussetfs Com, In v. 12 we have the ruler of the other 
half. 

" Even over against his house" v. 10. — ^The inhabitants of 
Jerusalem were arranged on the same principle as the 
dwellers in the neighbouring villages ; in each case they 
bailt the part of we walls nearest their dwellings. See 
v« 2 and note, 

" The other piece,'* v. 11. — Lit., another piece, or a second 
measure, margin. Some being able to finish a second part, 
AS well as that first assigned to them. 

" The tower of the furnaces" v, 11. — A tower on the 
west or north-west angle. The origin of the name is not 
known. — Sp, Com, 

" He and his daughters^** v. 12. — The daughters aiding, 
perhaps, by contributing to the expenses, though not by 
personal labour. They may have been heiresses or rich 
widows. — Brown and FaussetCs Com^ 

" The valley gate,*' See ch.. ii. 13, and note, 

'* The dung gate," v. 14. See ii. 13> and note. 
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" Beth-hacceremy" v. 14. — A city of Judah, now Bethulia, 
ou a hill known as the Mountain of the Franks — between 
Jerasalem and Tekoa. 

" The gate of the fountain/* v. 15.— Siloah, south-east of 
Jerusalem, ch. ii, 14. 

" The king's garden" v. 15. — See 2 Kings xxv. 4, "at 
the junction of the two valleys Hinnom and Kidron" near 
the mouth of the Tyropoeon. — Sp. Com^ 

^ The stairs that go down" v. 15. — A flight of steps still 
to be seeny which led from the low valley of the Tyropoeon 
up the sides of Ophd to the City of JJavid, south of the 
temple. — Sp, Com, 

^^ Bethzur" v. 16, — ^now Beitsur, between Hebron and 
Jerusalem, Josh. xv. 58. 

" Sepulchres of Davids v. 16. — ^An excavation in the 
rock, near the temple — Ezek. xliii. 9 — on its western side. 
— Sp. Com, 

** The pool that was made" v. 16, — ^probably by Hezekiah, 
in the valley of the Tyropoeon. 2 Ks. xx. 20, Isa. xxii. 
9-11, 2 Chron. xxxii. 3-4, 20,— -Sp, Com, 

" The house of the mighty" v. 16. — Probably a guard 
chamber for soldiers. 

" In his part" v, 17. — Bather "/or his part" (ofKeilah), 
Wrought on behalf of their own division of Keilah. See 
V. 18. 

*^Bavai," v. 18. — ^The true reading was Binnui, not 
Bavai, as appears from v. 24, and ch. x. 9. 

"At the turning of the wall" v. 19. — Crossing the 
Tyropoeon, not far from Siloah. 

'* The Armoury" v. 19. — North-western angle of the 
Citj/ of David, — Sp, Com, Others place it at the south 
of Jerusalem. 

"Men of the plain" v. 22, — of Jordan; or, perhaps, as 
in ch. xii. 28, of the plain country round Jerusalem. 

" The king's high house" v. 25. — A watch tower near 
the palace. 

" The court cf the prison" v. 25. — Near the palace, 
ch. xiL 39. 

" Nethinims" v. 26 (from nathan = he gave). — Persons 
given to the sanctuary, ch. viL 46-60, x. 28, xi. 3-21 ; with 
Numb. iii. 9, xxx. 47. The term Nethinims included also 
the Qiheonites (Josh, ix.) and others. See " Notes ou 
Ezra," ch. ii. The first Nethinim were therefore the 
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Levites given to ** Aaron and his sons" Numb. iii. 9; but 
afterwards it became almost '' a distinctive title of the 
Oibeonites^^—Br, and F, 

** Ophelf" V. 27. — The word signifies " a tower,*" but here 
it means the south slope of the temple hill, between the 
Tjropoeon and the Kidron, 2 Chron. xxvii. 3. — Sp, C. 

" l)welt in Ophel/* v. 26. — See margin, " which dwelt in 
Ophel repairea unto." The chapter does not give the 
places where the workers dwelt, but the parts of the wall 
which they repaired. The margin evidently gives the 
sense, as does also the Syriac version. 

" Watergate," v. 26.— East of the temple. To bring in 
water from the Kidron valley when the reservoirs were low. 

^* Qreat tower that lieth out" v. 27. — Tower is here 
migdol; it lay south-east of the temple. Its foundations 
seem to have been recently discovered. — " Otur work in 
Palestine^* p. 145. 

" The horsegate*' v. 28. — East of the city. Jer. xxxi. 40. 

^^ The priests" v. 28. — The Priests and Levites seem to 
have repaired all the walls that lay near to the temple, 
v. 17. 

" The gate MiphJcad" v. 31. — A gate, not elsewhere 
mentioned, in the east wall, south of the Sheepgate, v. 1. 
As the word miphkad signifies judgment, it may have 
been near a Drison or house of correction. — Scot.

CHAPTER IV. 

The enemies scoff, but Nehemiah urges on the 
work. Their enemies conspire against them 
to hinder their work, but Nehemiah sets 
the people in array behind the builders as 
a guard. He prepares them for a sudden 
call to arms, and keeps the country workers 
in the city by night. 

The Enemlefl mode tbe Work. — (v. 1) "But it came to pass, 
that wheu Saubcdlat heard that we builded the wall, be 
was wroth, and took great indignation, and mocked the 
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Jews. (v. 2) And he spake before hie brethren and the cmny 
of Samaria^ and said, What do these feeble Jews ? will 
they fortify themsdves f will they sacrifice ? will they make 
an end in a day ? will they revive the stones out xA the 
heaps of rubbish which are burned ? (v. 3) Now Tobiah 
the Ammonite was by him, and he said, Even that which 
they build, if a fox go up, he shall even break down their 
atone wall. (v. 4) hear, our Ood; for we are despised : 
and turn their reproach upon their own head, and give 
them for a prey in the land of captivity : (v. 5) And cover 
not their iniquity, and let not their sin be blotted out 
from before thee, for they have provoked thee to anger 
before the builders, (v. 6) So built we the wall ; and all 
the wall was joined together unio the half thereof: for the 
people had a mind to work." 

The Enemies seA to ensnare him.— (v. 7) *' But it came to 
pasR, that when Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the Arabians, 
and the Ammonites, and the Ashdodites, heard that the walls 
of Jerusalem were made up, and that the breaches began 
to be stopped, then they were very wroth, (v. 8) And con- 
spired all of them together to come and to fight against 
Jerusalem, and to hinder it. (v. 9) Nevertheless we made 
our prayer unto our God, and set a watch against them 
day and night, becatue of them, (v. 10) AndJudah said. 
The strength of the bearers of burdens is decayed, and 
there is much rubbish ; so that we are not able to build 
the wall. (v. 11) And our adversaries said. They shall not 
know, neither see, till we come in the midst among them, 
and slay them, and cause the work to cease, (v. 12) And 
it came to pass, that when the Jews which dwelt by them 
came, they said unto us ten times, From all places whence 
ye shall return unto us they vnU be upon youP 

Nehemlah's Precautions.— (v. 13) " Therefore set I in the 
lower places behind the ^a^^,and on the higher pla/ies, I even 
set the people after their families, with their swords, theii 
spears, and their bows. (v. 14) And I looked, and rose 
up, and said unto the nobles, and to the rulers, and to the 
rest of the people. Be not ye afraid of them : remember 
the Lord, which is great and terrible, and fight for your 
brethren, your sons, and your daughters, your wives, and 
your houses, (v. 15) And it came to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known unto us, and God had 
brought their counsel to nought, that we returned all of 
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us to the wall, every one unto liia work. (v. 16) And it 
came to pass from that time forth, that the half of my 
servants wrought in the work, and the other half of them 
held both the spears, the shields, and the* bows, and the 
habergeons; and the rulers were behind all the house of 
Judah. (v. 17) They which buUded on the wall, and they 
that bare burdens, with those that laded, every one with 
one of his hands wrought in the work, and with the 
other hand held a weapon, ^v. 18) For the builders^ every 
one had his sword girded by his side, and so builded. 
And A^ tliat sounded the trumpet was by me." 

General orders to the Guards. — (v. 19) ''And I said unto 
the nobles, and to the rulers, and to the rest of the people, 
The work is great and large, and we are separated upon 
the wall, one far from another, (v. 20) In what place 
therefore ye hear the sound of the trumpet, resort ye 
thither unto us : our God shall fight for us. (v. 21) So 
we laboured in the work : and half of them hdd tJie spears 
from the rising c^ the morning till the stars appeared, 
(v. 22) Likewise at the same time said I unto the people. 
Let every one with his servant lodge vnthini Jerusalem^ that 
in the night they may be a guard to us, and labour on the 
day. (v. 23) So neither I, nor my brethren, nor my ser- 
vants, nor the men of the guard which followed me, none 
of us put off our clothes, saving that every one put them of 
for washing!* 

" Beforehis brethren^* v. 2. — His friends and confederates. 

" The army of Samaria^^ v. 2. — ^The baud of men under 
the Samaritan party. 

" Fortify themselves^* v. 2. — See ch. iii. 8. 

** The stones" v. 2. — This word must be connected with 
which are bumt^the stones which are burnt, out of the heaps 
of the rubbish. 

^^ If a fox go upt' v. 3. — Foxes are mentioned because 
they were known to infest ruins — Lam. v. 18 — and vine- 
yards—Cant, ii. 15. 

" Heao', own God^* v. 4. — These *^ parenthetic prayers^, 
as they are termed, are characteristic of NehemJkb. Sea 
for other instances ch. v. 19 ; vi. 9-14 ; xiiL 14-22, 29-31. 

" Qive them for a preyl* v. 4. — To be aprey^^ijQ be carried 
away captives, as the Jews had been. 

" They have provoked Thee to anger^* v. 5. — Lit., tfvey 
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have provoked to cmger. The prayer is directed not against 
his own personal enemies, but against the enemies of God 
and of His Zion. See Psa. xxxiir. 2 1 , 22 ; cix. 1 7-20 ; Iv. , &c. 
Henoe the strong expressions in ▼. 5, ^ let not their tin he 
blotted out" 

** Unto the half thereof,"* v. 6.— Baised all round to half 
the intended height 

** The Arabians and the AmmonUes^ &c., v. 7. — ^Not the 
nations, which would not have dared to make war against 
other subjects of Persia, but a band composed of Arabians, 
&c., forming part of *^the army of Samaria,*' v. 2 ; in 
reality, perhaps, a kind of body-guard of Sanballat. 

" Because of them^ v. 9. — Lit., ** over againtt them," — *.«., 
opposite the place where they were encamped. — Sp. Com. 

"And Jvdah said" v. 10.— Nehemian here specifies 
three diseowragemerUs — (1) The despair of the Jews who 
were building the walls, v. 10 ; (2) the threatenings of 
their adversaries, v. 11 ; and (3) the alarm occasioned by 
the tidings of danger brought by "^ Jews who dwdt** 
among their enemies, v. 12. 

. " Said unto us ten times," v. 12. — Many times, as in Dan. 
vii. ; Bev. xii. and xiil, "ten horns" — many kingdoms. 

" Thev wHl be upon you" v. 12. — ^These words are in 
italics, tnerefore nob in the original, which gives a better 
sense without them. From all places whence the Jews 
came to help in the building, their friends said, " Ye must 
return to us" — that is, come back, in order to escape the 
danger impending over the city from the Samaritan 
attack.. 

" Therefore set I in the lower places behind the walls" v. 
13 — the naturally weak places, which an enemy would 
very probably attack. 

** On the higher jp^aces" ver. 13 — where the ground was 
more elevated. Having made his supplication known to 
God, he now adopts the most energetic measures for pro- 
tection. Hitherto aU the people had worked in the build- 
ing, now he divides them into two sections— half to carry 
on the work, and half standing behind them with weapons 
in their hands, ready for defence. See v. 16. 

"^nrf the haberaeons" — Haubergeon, {French), a coat of 
mail covering the head and breast ; in use in Assyria from 
the ninth century b.c. 

*^The rulers were behind," — There were three lities of 
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men; the worJcera at the walls, behind them the armed 
men, t;. 16 and 17, and behind these the rtderz or chief b^ 
ready to lead them on should occasion arise. 

" With one of his hands" — These words, v. 17, are not to 
be understood literally ; little progress could have been 
made had the masons held a trowel in one hand and a 
sword in the other ; the 18th and 21st verses seem to ex- 
plain how they really hwilded. 

" They which huUded^ v. 17. — This clause includes the 
926^^ two^ both " those that hear burdens/' and '^ those that 
laded/' or loaded — laid the burdens on. 

**For the huilders/'y. 18. — The preceding clause is general, 
including all the labourers. This is particular, and desig- 
nates the masons only. 

** He that sounded the trumpet was by me." — His purpose 
in this is specified in v. 18 ; see also Numbers x. 2-10. 

*^Let every one , . . lodge within Jerusalem" — The 
twofold purpose of this was, v. 22, (1) to aid in guarding 
the city oy night, (2) to be in readiness to labour at the 
walls. 

" Everyone put them off for washing" — The marginal 
rendering is preferred here by most commentators, ** Every- 
one (went) with his weapon for water" (Judges v. 11.) 

CHAPTER V. 

The Jews complaining of the severity of their 
burdens under their creditors, to whom 
they mortgaged their goods, their lands, 
and even their children (v. 1-5), Nehe- 
miah censures the usurers {v. 6-13), and 
points out that he himself had refused 
even the governor's allowances, lest he 
should by claiming them oppress the 
people {v. 14-19). 

The Cry against the Usurers.— (v. 1) '^ And there was a 
great cry of the people and of their wives against their 
brethren the Jews. (v. 2) For there were that said, We, 
our sons, and our daughters, are many : therefore we take 
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up com for them, that we may eat, and live. (v. 3) Some 
also there were that said, We have mortgaged our lands, 
vineyards, and houses, that we might buy com, because of 
the dearth, (v. 4) There were also that said, We have 
borrowed money for the kirtg'a tribute, and that upon our 
lands and vineyards, (v. 5) Yet now our flesh is as the 
flesh of our brethren, our children as their children : and, 
lo, we bring into bondage our sons and our daughters to be 
servants, and some of our daughters are brought unto 
bondage already : neither is it in our power to redeem 
them ; for other men have our lands and vineyards." 

He convenes an Assembly tbereon.^ — (v« 6) " And I was 
very angry when I heard their cry and these words, (v. 7) 
Then I consulted with myself, and I rebuked the nobles, 
and the rulers, and said unto them, Ve exa>ct usury, every 
one of his brother. And 1 set a great assembly against 
them. (v. 8) And I said unto them. We after our ability 
have redeemed our brethren the Jews, which were sold unto 
the heathen ; and will ye even sdl your brethren ? or shall 
they be sold unto usF Then held they their peace, and 
found nothing to answer, (v. 9) Also I said. It is not good 
that ye do : ought ye not to walk in the fear of our God 
became of the reproach of the heathen our enemies ? (v. 10) 
/ likeunse, and my brethren^ and my servants, might exact 
of them money and corn : I pray you, let us leave off this 
usury, (v. 11) Bestore, I pray you, to them, even this day, 
their lands, their vineyards, their oliveyards, and their 
houses, also the hundredth part of the money, and of the corn, 
the wine, and the oil, that ye exact of them, (v. 12) Then 
said they. We will restore them, and will require nothing 
of them ; so will we do as thou sayest. Then / called the 
priests, and took an oath of them, that they should do 
according to this promise, (v. 13) Also / shook my lap, 
and said. So God shake out every man from his house, and 
from his labour, that performeth not this promise, even 
thus be he shaken out, and emptied. And all the congre- 
gation said, Amen, and praised the Lord. And the people 
did accbrding to this promise,'* 

His moderation as Ctovemor.-^v. 14) ^* Moreover from the 
time that I was appointed to be their governor in the land 
of Judah, from the twentieth year even unto the two and 
thirtieth year of Artaxerzes the king, that is, twelve yean, 
I and my brethren have not eaten the bread of the governor. 
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But the fovmer governors that had been before me were 
chargeMe uuto the people, and had taken of them bread 
and wine, beside forty shekda of silver; yea, even their 
servants bare rule over the people : but so did not I, 
because of the fear of God. (v. 16) Yea, also / contmued 
in the work of this wall, neither bought we any land : and all 
my servants were gathered thither unto the work. (v. 17) 
Moreover there were cU my toMe an hundred and fifty of 
the Jews and nderSy besides those that came unto us from 
among the heathen that are about us. (v. 18) Now that 
which was prepared for me daUy was one ox and six choice 
sheep ; also fowls were prepared for me, and once in ten 
days store of all sorts of wine : yet for all this required not 
I the bread of the governor, because the bondage was heavy 
upon this people, (v. 19) Think upon me^ my Ood, ior 
good, according to all that I have done for this people.'' 

" We have mortgaged^** v. 3. — Fr., «ior^= death, and^a^e= 
a pledge. The lands, houses, &c., pledged* for money to 
buy food, on condition that they be sold if not redeemed 
within a given time. 

" Because of the dearth^ — rather in the famine — when 
the mortgages were efifected. — Sp, Com, 

The famine here referred to may have been caused by 
the enemy keeping such multitudes pent up in the city, 
ch. iv. 22, and preventing the country people bringing in 
provisions. 

" For the kin^s tribute,'* v. 4. — A tax was imposed by the 
king of Persia, Ezra iv. 13, which all Jews were compelled 
to pay. See also ch. ix. 36, 37. 

" We bring into bondage our sons and our daughters^ — 
The power to sell a daughter is referred to in Exod. xxi. 7 ; 
but the sale could hold good only until the next jubilee year. 
Lev. XXV. 13, 40 ; or until the seventh year of his servi- 
tude, Deut. XV. 12. 

^^ Neither is it in our power'* v. 5. — Lit., neither is there 
ought in our hands — neither money nor lands remaining. 

•'Fe exact usury" v. 7. — Lit., ye lend on pledge. The 
usurers are censured not for receiving interest on money 
lent, but for taking pledges, — ^Amos ii 8. 

^^Iset a great assembly against them" — Lest they should 
resist his personal influence, he convened a ^^ great assem- 
blyJ'—r* 7. c 
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*' We hav$ redeemed ow brethren/* — He spent money in 
redeeming some Jews who had been sold to heaUien 
masters ; thej (the usurers) caused Jews to be sold for 
gain. 
*' Te even eeUI* v. 8, — cause to be sold. 
^^ShM they he sold unto tuf*' — ^to Nehemiah and his 
friends ; shaU we have to redeem them from yoo, as we 
did from the heathen 1 

** Became of the reproach^ y. 9. — ^Becaose ye gave the 
heathen cause to reproach us by this conduct 

^/ likewise and my brethren^ — " and" is best omitted, 
not being in the ofnginal ; it will then read thus, I like- 
wise, my brethren, and my servants. 

^^ Might exact/* — I and my servants also leikd money and 
com. but we do not require as pledges their lands or their 
children. 

^^ Leave off this tuury" v. 10, — ^this pledge-taking. See 
y. 7, and note, Sp, Com. 

** The hundredth part of the money/* — As interest, the 
hundredth per month was the rate of interest that might 
be demanded. This was, of coarse, twelve-hundredtfas 
per annum, so that whatever sum was borrowed, the eighth 
was paid every year as interest. It stood thus, tkv per 
montha^ per annum »} nearly. (Or still more plainly, 
— If £100 were borrowed, t\ whs paid as interest every 
monUiB£l2 per annum, beside paying back the JfilOD at 
the set time.) 

^^That ye exact of them/* y, 11, — ^that ye lend to them. The 
usurers received the hundredth part per month, or twelve 
hundredth parts in a year of what they had lent, as interest. 
" Then I called the Priests,** v. 12.— That they might 
administer the oaths, and be witnesses, lest the rulers should 
delay or go back from their promise *' We wHl restore/* 

*'And took an oath,** v. 12,— to end all the strif& See 
Heb. vi. 15-20. 

*' I shook my lap,** v. 13. — As they sat on the ground, 
dust accumulated. Nehemiah is supposed to refer to the 
habit hence arising of shaking off tbe dust ; but in the 
iSpeake/'s ComTnentary the ^ Uip ** is explained to mean 
the fold in the bosom of the dress — in Latin sintLs — which 
served as a pocket This view is sustained by the words 
which follow — " Even thus be he shctken out and emptied" 
See Acts xviii. 6. 
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*^ And the people did cLGCording to tku promisey" v, 13.^- 
Tbis is, perhaps, a comment added at a later period, in 
Tehich the historiaa has taken care to record that the rulers 
kept their promise. 

" Moreover" v. 14. — It is supposed by some that these 
verses, 14-19, were added at a later period, as they make 
mention of the S2ndt/ear of Artaxerxes, 12 if ears after the 
waUe were buUt ; but it is not likely that any portions of 
Nehemiah's book were written untU hie return from Perda 
in that pear^aee cb. xiii. 6. These Tenses, therefore, may 
have been written at the same 'time, although referring 
to a later event. 

** jL'aten the bread of the governor** w, 14,-^lived as 
governor at their expense. Ke shows here that, in addi- 
tion to his other measures for the relief of the people — 
(1) he refused the usual governor's aUawanoes and ineome, 
V. 14, 16 ; (2) he dedined to enridi himself by buying 
lands sold only under the pressure of poverty, v. 1^ ; (3) 
he yet takes his share of the labonr among the builders, 
though receiving no income, v. 16. 

** The former governors were chargeaMe^* v. 15.— He does 
not here refer to Zerubbabel, who had been Tirshatha^ but 
to the Persian governors west of Euphrates, under whom 
the people had been, until his appointment b.g. 445, 
90 years after Zerubbabel's appointment. Ezra i 

** Forty shekels of silver^'* v. 15.'-*Forty shekels per day 
from the entire provinces under themes £1,800 a year. 
This was in addition to the bread and wine^ or the contri- 
butions in produce which formed part of the governor's 
allowances. 

^*^Atmy tahUy^ v. 17. — In the East the laws of hospitality 
were observed very strictly^-Heb. xiii. 1, 2 — especially by 
governors. 

" Of the Jews a/ad rulers** v. 17.**-This means, ** of the 
JewSy a hundred and fifty rulers^ besides those who may 
have visited Jerusalem from foreign countries. — Sp, Com, 

" Thai which was prepared for me daUy^ v. 18. — The 
expense was calculated not in money, but by the quantity 
of provisions consumed. 1 Ks. iv. 22, xviii. 19 ; Eccl. 
V. 11. Compare, idso, 1 Ks. iv. 23^the superiority of 
Solomon's establishment, 

" The bondage was heavy** v. 18. — The tribute in money 
and produce required by the Persian court, and by the 
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local governors and by their servants — see v. 15 — " Even 
their servants bare rvle^^ &c 

" Think upon tm^* v. 19. — Another instance of Nehe- 
miah's ^^ parerUhetic prayers.^* See ch. iv. 4, &c. 

CHAPTER VI. 

Efforts to hinder the work by various means. 
The wall finished. Interooorse between 
the Jewish nobles and the enemy. 

InBldions attempts against tbe Jews.— (v. 1) *'Now it came 
to pass, when Sanballat, and Tobiah, and Geshem the 
Arabian, and tlie rest of our enemies, heard that I had 
builded the wall, and that there was no breach left therein, 
(though at that time I had not set tip the doors upon the 
gates), (v. 2) That Sanballat and Geshem sent unto me, 
saying, Come, let us meet together in some one of the villages 
in the plain of Ono : but they thought to do ms mischief 
(v. 3) And I sent messengers unto them, saying, I am 
doing a great work, so that I cannot come down : why 
should the work cease, whilst I leave it, and come down 
to you ? (v. 4) Yet they sent unto me four times after 
this sort ; and I answered them after the same manner, 
(v. 5) Then sent SanbaUat his servant unto me, in like 
manner, the fifth time, with an open letter in his hand ; 
(v. 6} Wherein was written. It is reported among the 
heathen, and Qashmu saith it, that thou and the Jews 
think to rebel : for which cause thou buildest the wall, 
that thou mayest be their king, accordirvg to these words, 
(v. 7) And thou hast also appointed prophets to preach of 
thee at Jerusalem, saying. There is a king in Judah : and 
now shall it be reported to the king according to these 
words. Come now therefore, and let us take counsel 
together, (v. 8) Then I sent unto him, saying, There are 
no such things done as thou sayest, but thou fei^nest 
them out of thiue own heart, (v. 9) For they all made us 
afraid| saying, Their hands shall be weakened from the 
work, that it be not done. Now therefore^ Ood, 
strengthen my hands, (v. 10) Afterward I came unto the 
house ofShemaiah the son of Delaiah the son of Meheta- 
beel, who was shut up ; and he said, Let us meet together 
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in tlie house of God, within the temple, and let us shut the 
doors of the temple : for they will come to slay thee ; yea, 
in the night will they come to slay thee. (v. 11) And I 
said, Should Bitch a mam, as 1 flee ? and who is there, that, 
heing as I am, would go into the temple to save his life ? 
I wul not go in. (v. 12) And, lo, I perceived that God 
had not sent him ; but that he pronounced this prophecy 
against me: for Tobiah and oanballat had hired him. 
(v. 13) Therefore was he hired, that I should be a/raid^ 
arid do so, and sin, and that they might have matter for 
an evil report, that they miff hi reproach me, (v. 14) My 
God, think thou upon Tobiah and Sanballat according to 
these their works, and on the prophaess Noadiah, and the 
rest of the prophets, that woula have put me in fear." 

The WaU is Flnislied, notwltli8tan<Uiig.~(v. 15) «* So the 
wall wsAfrrMied in the twenty and fifth day of the month 
Mild, in fifty and two days. ^v. 16) And it came to pass, 
that when all our enemies neard thereof, and all the 
heathen that were about us saw these things, they were 
much cast down in their own eyes : for theif perceived that 
this work was wrought ofowr Ood" 

Traitorous Comniuiilcatlons within, — (v. 17) ''Moreover, in 
those days the nobles of* Jvdah sent many letters unto 
Tobiah, and the letters of Tobiah came unto them. (v. 18) 
For there were many in Judah sw<ym unto him, because he 
was the son-in-law of Shechaniah the son of Arah ; and his 
son Johanan had taken the daughter of MesbuUam the 
son of Berechiah. (v. 19) Also they reported his good 
deeds before me, and uttered my words to him. And 
Tobiah sent letters to put me in fear." 

" 1^0 breach," v. 1. — Built all round the city, and to the 
fytU height. See ch. iv. 6, 

" Hot set up the doors upon the gates," v. 1 — rather. In the 
gates. — Sp, Com. See ch. iii. 3, and note, 

" Come let us meet," v. 2. — Three attempts are here made 
by the eviemies — (1) To draw him away from Jerusalem, 
v, 1-4; (2) to intimidate hj false reports of rebellion, v. 6-8; 
(3) to make him hide himself in me Temple, ▼. 10-13. 

" In some one of the villages," v. 2. — The word villages — 
** Cephirim " — is supposed to mean Cephirah, a town in 
BenQamin, Josh. ix. 17 ; xviiL 26. 

*^ In the plain of Ono," y. 2. — Ono was in Benjamin, N; 
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of Jerusalem. In 1 Chron. viii 12, it is mentioned with 
Lad, a village about three miles distant (now Lydda^ Acts 
iz. 32^ and di. vii. 37). 

" Tliey thouaM to do me some imeckUf,^ ▼. 2. — ^The mis- 
chief designedf in this first attempt was (]) persofnol mjwrVj 
when away from his people ; (2) to intimidate the people 
in Jerusalem when \di without their governor.

And I said unto them. Let not the gates of Jerusalem be 
opened untUihe sfun be hot, and whUe they stand by, let them 
shut the doors and bar them : and appoint watches of the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, every one in his watch, and 
every one to be over against his house, (v. 4) Now the 
city was large and great : but the people were few therein, 
and the houses were not builded." 

. The Begister of Names (ZerablMa>er8).~(v. 5) ''And my 
God put into mine heart to gather together the nobles, and 
the rulers, and the people, that they might be reckoned by 
genealogy. And / found a register of the genealogy of 
them wnich came up at the first, and found written 
therein. 

The ChUdren of the Provinoe.— '' (v. 6) These are the chU" 
dren of the province^ that went up out of the captivity, of 
those that had been carried away, whom Nebuchadnezzar 
the king of Babylon had carried away, and came agaiu

The rmmber, I say, of tue TMn cf the 
people of Isrcud woe thie ; (v. 8) The children of Parosh, 
two thousand an hundred seventy and two. (v. 9) The 
children of Shephatiah, three hundred seventy and two. 
(y. 10^ The children of Arah, six hundred fifty and two. 
(v. 11) The children of Pdhoah-moab, of the children of 
Jeshua and Joab, two thousand and eight hundred and 
eighteen, (v. 12) The children of Elam, a thousand two 
hundred fifty and four. (v. 13) The children of Zattu, 
eight hundred forty and five. (v. 14) The children of 
Zaccai, seven hundred and threescore, (v. 15) The children 
of Bennui, six hundred forty and eight, (v. 16) The 
children of Bebai, six hundred twenty and eight, (v. 17) 
The children of Azgad, two thousand three hundred

the children of Shobai, an hundred thirty and eiffht.'^ 

The Nethiii1nia~(v. 46) ** The Nohinims : the children of 
Ziha, the children of Hashupha, the children of Tabbaoth^ 
(V. 47) The children of Keros, the children of Sia, the chil- 
dren of Padon, (v. 48) The children of Lebana, the children 
of Hagaba, the children of Shalmai, (v. 49) The diildren of 
Hanan, the children of Giddel, the children of Gahar,

The Dlsinlieiited People. — (v. 61} '^ And these were they

house, nor their seed, whether they were of Israel (v. 62)

The IMBlnhexlted Priests.— (v. 63) ^^ And of the priests: the

67) Beside their manservants and their 
maidservants, of whom there were seven thousand three 
hundred thirty and seven : and they had two hundred 
forty and five singing men and singing women, (v. 68) 
Their horses, seven hundred thirty and six : their mules, 
two hundred forty and five : (v. 69) Their camels, four 
hundred thirtv and five : six thousand seven hundred and 
twenty asses.'^ 

The Cttfts to tke Work.^(v. 70} '' And some of the cMef of 
ihefaiken gofve unto the ftork. The Tirshatha ksltq to the 
treasure a thousand dramas of gold, fifty basons, five 
hundred and thirty priests' garments, (v. 71) And some 
of the chief ol the fathers gave to the treasure of the work 
twenty thousand drams of gold and two thousand and 
two hundred pound of silver, (v. 72) And that which the 
rest of the people gave was twenty thousand dmmeot 
gold, and two thousand pound of silver, and three score 
and seven priests^ garments, (v. 73) So the priests, and 
the Levites, and the porters^ and the singers^ and some of 
the people, and the Nethinims, and all Israd dwdt in 
their cities; and when the seventh month came, the children 
of Israel were in their cities."

THE TWO BE0ISTEE8.-Ezra IL and Neh. viL 

The following explanations of the differences between 
the registers are taken from the Speaker^s Commentary/, 
and from Dr, Davidson's Hermeneutics, 

It has been stated in the notes on ch. vii that the 
Begister of Nehemiah was taken from EwcHs, The proofs 
of this in the Commentary are as follows : (1) it is dis- 
tinctly stated in Ezra ii. 2 that the very persons whot^e 
names are found in Nebemiah's list came up with Zemb- 
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habd ; (2) that statement ts repeated in Neh. viL 7 ; (3) 
the relation of the list of names to the words — '^ a register of 
the genealogy of them which came up a^ the fitzt '' — is the 
same in Ezra and Nehemiah ; and (4) the certainty that 
the words, '^ I found written therein** must hefoUow&i hy a 
quotaticm from the old register, and could not be followed 
by a new register drawn up by Nehemiah himself; (5) 
the result of NekemiaKe ovm registration is found in Nehu 
xi., not here. 

Whence then the diferences, if this is really the same list 
as that in Ezra ii.? 

(1.) The list in Ezra was drawn up before they left 
Babylon. It contained the names of those who intended 
to retv/m to Judaea, while Nehemiah's list may have been 
taken from a corrected copy made after they had reached 
Judaea, when it was founa that some who had intended to 
return had remained behind ; and that some who had not 
given in their names had yet joined the caravan. The 
corrected list (and therefore Nehemiah's, which was copied 
from it) omitted some names and inserted others not found 
in the copy made before starting. Thus Magbish (Ezra 
ii. 30) is not found in the later list. 

(2.) Many persons may have had more names than one, 
thus: Hariph^.oi Neh. viL 24, is the same as Jorcihy Ezra 
iL 18 ; Sia^ the same as Siaha, Neh. vii. 47, Ezra ii. 44. 

(3.) Some also may have died after having given in their 
names. 

The numbers of those who returned. — The gross amount 
in Ezra and in Nehemiah is the same (42,360), but the 
particulars, when added together^ amount in Ezra to 
29,818, and in Neh. to 31,089, between 11,000 and 12,000 
less than the gross amount. It is evident, however, that 
many returned with Zerubbabel, who toere not of the tribes 
of Benjamin, Juddh, or Levi, and that the ten tribes were 
aR represented. See 1 Chron. ix. 2 ; Ezra ii. 2-59, iiL 1 ; 
Neh. viL 7. The smaller numbers therefore in both Books 
are those of Judah, Benjamin, and Levi — whose names 
alone are given ; and the larger numbers include those of 
the ten trwes also. Thus, in Ezra 29,818 of the three tribes 
returned, and over 12,000 of the other ten tribes— in all 
42,000 ; while Nehemiah enumerates 31,089 of the Jews, 
&c., and over 11,000 of the other ten tribes. They stand 
thus in the two registers : —

In Davidson's Benneneuiics (quoted in "^7%e Scriptures

There are thus 29,324 persons common to both, lists, but 
Ezra's contains also 494 persons not given by Nehemiah, 
and the latter 1765 not named by Ezra ; or^ adding both 
together, 2259 names to be added to the common number :

Levi, and 10,777 from cdl the. other tribes — 'all TsradJ" 

There is also an apparent difficulty arising from tha 
different amounts of gold and- silver, and garments^ given 
by the chiefs of the E&thera^v; 70-73^ compai^ with 
"Ezrs^ ii.

The Book of the Law read. The people ore 
exhorted to rejoice. The Law of the Feacrt 
of Tabernaoles. The Feast kept by the 
people. 

The Book of the Law read to aIL~(v. I) ''And aU the 
people gathered themselves together as one man into the 
street that was before the water gate ; and they spake unto 
Ezra the scribe to bring the book of the law of Moses, which 
the Lord had commanded to Israel (v. 2) And Ezra the 
priest brought the law before the congregation both of men 
and women, and all that could hear with understanding, 
upon the^«^ day of the seventh month, (v. 3) And he read 
therein before the street that was before the water gate 
from the morning until midday, before the men aud Uv!» 
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women, and those that could understand ; and the eanr of 
all the people were attentive unto the book of the law. 
(v. 4) And £zra the scribe stood upon a pulpit of wood, 
which they had made for the purpose ; and heAie him 
ttaod Mattithiah. and Shema, and Anaiah, and Urijah, 
and Hilkiah, and Maaseiah, on his right hand ; and on 
his left hand, Pedaiah, and Mishael, and Malchiah, and 
Hasum, and Hashbadana, Zechariah, and Meshnllam. 
(y. 5) And Ezra opened the book in the sight of all the 
people ; (for he was above all the people ;) and when he 
opened if^ aU the people stood up : (v« 6) And £zra blessed 
the Lord, the great God. And all the people answered, 
Amen, Amen, with lifting up their hands : and they 
bowed their heads, and worshipped the Lord with their 
faces to the ground, (v. 7) Also Jeshtta, and BarU, and 
Sherebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, Hodijah, Maaseiah, 
Kelita, A^riah, Jozabad, Hanan, Pelaiah, and the Levites, 
caused the people to understand the law : and the people 
stood in their place, (v. 8) So they read in the book in 
the law of God distinctly, and gave the sense, and caused 
them to understand the reading." 

The People are Exhorted to Bejoloe.— (v. 9) ''And Nehe- 
miah, which is the Tirshatha, and Ezra the priest the 
scribe, and the Levites that taught the people, said unto 
all the people. This day is holy unto the Lord your God ; 
imonm not, nor weep. For all the people wept, when they 
heard the words of the law. (v. 10) Then he said unto 
them. Go your way, eat the fat, and drink the sweet, and 
send portions unto them for whom nothing is prepared : 
for this day is holy unto our Lord : neither be ye sorry ; 
for the Joy of the Lord is your strength, (v. 11) So the 
Levites stilled all the people, saying, Hold your peace, for 
the day is holy ; neither be ye grieved, (v. 12) And all 
the people went their way, to eat, and to drink, and to 
send portions, and to make great mirth, because they had 
,wnderstood the words that were declared unto them." 

The Law of the Feast of Tabenuudes.— (v. 13) " And on 
the second day were gathered together the chief of the 
fathers of all the people, the priests, and the Levites, unto 
Ezra the scribe, even to understand the words of the law. 
(v. 14) And they found written in the law which the Lord 
had commanded by Moses, that the children of Israel 
should dwell in booths in the feast of the seventh month: 
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{y. IS) Aud that thej Hhoald publiBh and proclaim in ^ 
tbeir dliet^ and in Jerouleni, layina, 60 forth unto (Jw 
mount, and fetch olive branches ana ^im branches^ and 
myrtle branches and palm branches, and biancb^e^ 4f 
thick tree^ to make booths^ oi it u written!' 

The reaat U kept Kjr t)ke ¥w)irts.-{T. 16) " So the people 
went forth, and brought them, and made themaelvei 
boothe, every one wpo» the roof of his funue, and in Ihair 
PourU, and iu tl^e courts of the house of God, and in the 
street of the water gate, and in the Ats^ of 1M gate of 
Jijhraim. [v, 17} And aU the oongregation of them tht^ 
were come again out of the captivitj made booths, and sat 
nnder the boolha : for iiiiii^ ifn: daat of JaKiia the Bon of 
Nnn unto.thftt d^ h^ul uui Lb' children of Israel done 9a, 
And tiere was Tei7 prejit gbJiiesB. (».

" Into the ttreel," v. I. — Court or ai^uara — now the harem 
ono— lying betwfm the vaiv- gaie (ya the city wall} and 
tjie east gate of the Temple, 

" Utiio Ji'im.the scribe;' v. I.— This is the author of the 
))ook which bea;Ts hia name, Ezra ch. vii. He is men- 
tioned naw for the first time iih (Au hook. Some snppose 
that when Nehemii^ waa sent to Jutlea bj the kmg 
(oh. ii 6, 7),, Ezra returned to Peraia, and remained there 
nntil, now ; bt^en think that he only retired from publjo 
life in order to devote himself to the reTieion 1^ tt** 
Soriptures. See AjmendLc. 

" To bring the tdoi oftheinwof Mosee," v, 1,— The book 
of the law was therefore at tlus time leeS hnown, and 
copies of it were in the poseeseion of the Jews, both in 
eaptiyi^' and after the relura. Some of the fatheis — 
irenauB, TertuUian, and others — say that all the Scriptures 
were lott arid, dettroyed in the Eabyltmiih captivity, and 
that Ezra restored them all 117 DlTlne rerelatlon. But, in 
thefrtt place, there is no. other foimdaliaa for this ^t^ 
meat than that /o&u^ouj rdation which we have in the

We li&rd in the inspired Scriptures sujficient proof H;lmt the 
Bcriptuves were not lotlt cifna destroyed in tlie Babylonish 
captivity. Danid had a copy of the Holy Scriptrires with 
Mm to. Babyhm, for he qui6tes the law^ and refers to ^e pro- 
phecies of Jeremiah, ban. ix. 11-13) and v. 2. And in 
the sixth chapter of Ezra it is said that '*bn the finishing 
of the Temple, in the sixth year of Darius, the Priests 
and the Levites were settled in their respective f unctioiis, 
(tcoerding imitis tmtten in the law of Moses" Thus when 
the pe(^l6 were assembled in the seyenth month before 
the xem^e gate^ aiid they spake td EeTa the scribe to 
hrina the book of the la/bo of Moses, it is dearly conveyed to 
us that there was no new discovery of it) but the produc* 
tion of a book hrwwn to he in the&r keeptn^i See ^^Prideauaf 
Com.^ vol i. p. 317. 

" Ami Ezra the prieet tr&ught the law*' v. 2. — He be- 
lon^d to the tribe of Levii and the faniily of Aalron, See 
T(wte of the FriestSy Appendix O. He was also a ecnbe. 
Thid term — ^f rom ecribo = 1 «^i3f«— does not mean that Ezra 
was merely a writer, but " &ine learned in the Mosaic Law" 
Their principal work was, as stated in Ezra vii. 4, ** To 
seek the law of the Lordf aiid to do tt, and to teaeh in Israel 
the statvies and judgti.enJts^ At first employed in transcrib' 
tng the law (hence called sdpherim—frotsa. saphar^ to torite, 
to set in order^ to correct), they naturally, and almost neces- 
sarily, became interpreters of its meaning (Matt xxiii. 2), 
and wei*e, from this cause, also termed lawifers, 

** The first day of the seventh month** v. 2. — Tizri == 
August and September. The ecclesiastical year began 
among the Jews with Abib, known also as Nisan = March 
and April, the civil year in Tizri. On the first day was 
the Feast of Trumpets. The tenth day was the Day of 
Atonement, and on the fifteenth the Feast of Tabernacles 
began. 

" And he redd therein" v. 3. — He and those who werd 
with him on the platforin. The reading was continued 
without interruption "from morning untU midday** some^ 
times £zra reading, sometimes those who stood by to help 

•* Upon a ptdpit of wood/* v. 4. ^A raised scaffold or 
platform large enough to accommodate fourteen persons 
at l^ast (v. 4). 

^* Beside him stood" v. 4. ^Thirteen priests are men* 
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tioued here. Some of them are named in otber places 
(ch. XX. 7, X. 3-7, iii 4-25) ; the other names do not occur 
elsewhere. 

^^AU the people stood upj^ v. 5.— Either, as at the 
readmg oj the Gospd^ from respect to the Word of God, or 
because (see v. 6) Ezra prayed before he began to read.

The names are here, 
therefore, designations of LevUical families, the deacendants 
of a Jeahua, of a Bam, a Sherdnah, &c. — Sp. Com, 

" Caused me people to underetand,'* v. 7.— The Levites 
expounded as they read. 

** Gave the sense,'* v. 8.— By translating the Hebrew into 
the Aramaic dialect, or perhaps by merely explaining the 
difficult passages, or words of doubtful meaning. 

'* Which is the Tirshaiha,** v. 9.— Here for the first time 
this title, Tirshatha, is applied to Nehemiah ; before this 
he has been termed pechah (governor), ch. v. 14, 15-18. 
In Ezra ii. and Neh. viL, the title Tirshatha belongs to 
Zerubbabel. 

" This day is hdy,*' v. 9. —The first day of the seventh 
month (v. 2) was a sacred festival (see note on v. 2, and 
Lev. xxiii. 23-25), and should be kept, not with weeping, 
but with joyfulness. Psa. Ixxxix. 15, 16. 

" Eat the fat and drink the sweety* y. 10. — Eat the por- 
tions of the offerings (probably peace offerings, Prov. viL 
14 ; Lev. viiL 11-15), and drink the sweet wines of their 
vineyards. 

** And send portions," v. 10. — The law commanded that 
the joy of the great festivals should be extended to the 
" stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow " (Deut. xvi 
11-14), but we do not read of sending portions, to them in 
the earlier books of Scripture. The first mention of this 
practice is found in Esth. ix. 19-22. It evidently grew 
out of the command in Deuteronomy. — Sp, Com. 

" The joy of the Lord is your strength,'' v. 10. — It implies 
that sin has been forgiven (Rom. v. 1, 11) ; first weeping 
for sin (v. 10), then joy "tn the Lord," Phil. iv. 4, 5. 

** They understood the words," v. 12.— Either as in v. 7 or 
V. 8. See not^ 
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, * Eve»to tmderitand,'* ▼. 13— to awwMfor.— -^. Com. 

" Th^ found written in the Icm" v. 14. —See Lev. zziiL 
34-42. The Feast of TaberDacles had not been observed 
daring the captivity. It'wius kept on their return under 
Zerubbabel (E^ra iii. 4), but apparently not afterwards^ 
until the time referred to in tne text ; or, if observed, 
they do not seem, at all events, to have cairied out the 
oommand to dwell in booths. > 

" The feast of the seventh morUh," v. 14. — ^There were 
three feasts in this month (see note ,on v. 2), but this was 
the greatest of the three, hence termed " The feast" &c. 

^Sayvng," v. 15. — ^Tne Lord only commanded that pro- 
clamation should be made of the feast ; the word " saying'* 
does not imply that the following words are a quotation, 
but only that such a prodamation was made. l)eut. xvL 
13-17 ; Lev. xxiil 34-44. 

" Gof<yrth urUo the mount^ v. 15. — Probably the Mount 
of Olives. 

'* Pine,** V. 15. — Branches of the vrUd dive. — Sp. Com. 

" Palm^ V. 15. — Palm trees were growing, therefore, at 
that time, on the Moiint of Olives, or near Jerusalem. 

*^ As it is written^'' v. 15. — ^This refers either to v. 14, 
" They found written^* &c., or to Lev. xxiii. 40, where 
thick, ornamental^ or majestic trees are required, with 
" ToiUows of the brook." See Gesenius on Hadar, 217. " The 
trees named iu Leviticus may have become scarce," and 
olive and myrtle branches taken instead, the spirit of the 
command being thus kept. — See Sp. Com. 

" Upon the roof of his house/' v. 16.— See Deut. xxiL 8 ; 
Acts X. 9 ; Jdatt. xxiv.. 17. . 

" In their courts" v. 16. — ^In the East, houses are built 
*f round a court-yard, into which the windows look.^—^Sp,

" The street of the gate Epkraim," v. 16. — Sgwjure or open 
space inside the gate. 

" Since the days of Jeahua," v. 17.— We are not to under- 
stand from this that the Feast of Tabernacles had not 
been kept since the days of Joshua (see note on v. 14), 
but that it had not been kept with 9wch rejoicirtgs. See 
1 Ki. viii. 65 ; 2 Chron. viL 9. This seems to be ex- 

greased in the words of v. 17, '*had not . . done so :" and 
• ^iere was /very greai gladness." . Compare 2 Ks. xxiiL 22«

^ On the e^hth dcMf,** Y. 18.— »See Numb. zxix. 35, and

(Lev, zxiiL 36}. Tbis 'Claase proves that tiie feast had 
been kept. 

CHAPTER IX. 

The Sdemn Fast. The LeYites' OonfeBirioii. 

ThB 8«ileiiin But.— (▼. 1) " Now iu the twenty asudfowtk 
iay of this xnonth the children of Iscael were assembled 
with fasting, and with sackclothes^ and earth ^tpon them, 
(v. 2) And the seed of Issael separated themselves from.M 
strangers^ and stood and confessed their sins, and the 
iniquities of their fathers, (y. 3) And they stood up in 
their place, and read in the hook of the law of the LoKl 
their God one fourth part of the day ; and another fourth 
part they confessed, and worshipped the Lord their Ood." 

The Leyltes' Confession.— (t. 4) ''Then stood up upon the 
stairs, of the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, Kadmiel, She- 
baniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, Bani, and Chenani, and cried 
with a loud voice unto the Lord tiieir God. (▼. 5) Then 
the Levites, Jeshua, and Kadmiel, Bani, Hashabniah, ■Shore* 
biah, Hodijah, Shebaniah, and Pethahiah, said. Stand up 
and bless the Lord your God for ever and ever: and 
blessed be thy glorious name, which is exalted above all 
blessing and praise, (v. 6) Thou, even thou, art Lord 
alone ; thou hast made heaven, the heaven of heavens^ with 
all their host, the earth, and all things that are therein, 
the seas, and all that is therein, and thou preservest them 
all; and the host of heaven worahippeth thee. (v. 7) Thou 
art the Lord the God, who didst choose Abram, and 
broughtest him forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, and 
gavest him the name of Abraham ; (v. 8) AsAfoundest hia 
heart faith ful before thee^ and madest a covenant with Aim 
to give the land of the Caoaanites, the Hittites, the 
Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the JebusitejS, and the 
Oirgashites, to give it, I say, to his seed, and hast per- 
formed thy words ; for thou .art righteous : (v. P) Ao^d- 
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didat see the aMiotion of our fathen in E^gypt^ and 
heardest their cry by the Ited Sea ; (v. 10) Aird ehewedat 
signs and wonders npon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land : for thon knewest that- 
ihey dealt proudly against them. So didst thou ffH thee a 
name, as it is this day. (r. 11) And thou didst divide the 
sea before them, so that they went tfarongb the midst of 
the sea on the dry land ; and their persecntors thou 
threwest into the deeps, as a stoira tnto the mighty 
waters, (v. 12} Moreover thon leddest them in the day by 
a cloudy pillar ; and in the night by a pUtar office^ to give 
them light in the way wherein they should ^o. iy, 13) 
Thou earnest down also upon Mount Sinai, and spakest 
with them from heaven, and ffovett them right judgments, 
and true laws, good statutes and commandments : (v. 14) 
And modest known unto them thy holy Sahhath, and com- 
mandedst them precepts, statutes, and laws, by the hand of* 
Moses thy servant : (v. 16) And gavest them bread from 
heaven for their hunger, and broughtes^ forth water for 
them xmt of the rock for thehr thirst, and promisedsi them 
that they should go in to possess the land which thon 
hadst sworn to give them. (v. 16) But they and imr, 
fathers dealt proudly, and hardened their necks, and 
hearkened not to thy commandments, (v. 17) And refused* 
to obey, neither were mindful of thy wonders that thou 
didst among them ; but hardened their necks, and in their 
rebellion appointed a captain to return to their bondi^e : 
but thou ait a Ood, ready to pardon, gracious and merci- 
ful, slow to anger, and of great kindness, and forsookest 
them not (v. 18) Yea, when they had made them a 
molten calf, and said, This is thy Ood that brought thee' 
Up out of Egypt, and had wrought great provcications ; 
(v. 19) Yet tliou in thy manifold mercies forsookest them 
not in the wilderness : the pillar of the cloud departed 
not from them by day, to lead them in the way ; neither 
the pillar of fire by night, to shew them light, and the way 
wherein they should go. (v. 20) Thou gavest also thy 
good spirit to instruct them, and withheldest not thy 
manna from their mouth, and gavest them water for their 
thirst, (v. 21) Yea, fortv years didst thou sustain them 
in the wilderness, so that they lacked nothing; their 
clothes waxed not old, and their feet swelled not. (v. 22) 
Moreover thou gavest them kingdoms and nations, and* 
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3rd hoar (d o'clock), tlid time of tli6 fiUMrmn^ sacrifice, they 
continued reading until 12 o'clock, when the Jlni fourth 
ended ; then the confesgion of nn began, and was continued 
to the 9th hour (3 o clodc^ the time of the evenfing Boorifioei 
Exod. xxix. 38, 39, and 41, 42. 

" Upon the aavte of the Levttee,*' v. 4.^The ooaittia after 
stairs should be removed, giving ibib the meanisff — upon 
the Levites' stairs or platform ; a scaffold or pulpit (ch. 
viiL 4) having been erected, that they might be better 
heard. — Sp. Com, 

"Jeshua and Baniy" v. 4.*— Fa:milies, not persons, are here 
meant See ch. viiL 7, and note — ^persons of the family 
ofJeshua, &c. 

^ Cried with a loud imoe^ v. 4.-^Somd suppose there 
were eight assemblies of the X)eople, and each of the Levites 
prayed ; others think that there was only one largtt con- 
gregation, and they prayed by turns. Acts ii. 4; and 
1 Cor. xiv.

Tbe Rest of tbe People, (sepDaieiiMiTeB).— The PolUtiB. of 
tUe CoYdn^t— ([v. 28) "And the rest of the peopLe^' the 
priests, the Levites, the porters, the singers, the Nethinims, 
and all they that had separated t&emse^es from the people 
of the lands unto the law oi God, their wives, their boubl 
and their daughters, every one having knowledge, and 
having understanding ; (v. 29) They clave to their breth* 
ren, their nobles, and entered into a curse, and into an oath, 
to walk in God's law, which was given by Moses the servant 
of God, and to observe and do all the commandments of 
the liord our Lord, and his judgments and his statutes; (v. 
30) And' that we would not give our daughters unto the 
people of the land, nor take their daughters for our sons : 
(v. 31) And if the people of the land bring ware or any 
VictusJfi on the sabbath day to sell, that we would not buy 
it of them on the sabbath, or on the holy day : and that 
we would leave ike seventh year, and the exaction of every 
ddt. (v. 32) Also we made ordinances for us, to charge 
ourselves yearly with the third part of a ^ikekd for the 
service of the house of our God; (V. 33) For the shewbread^

ner of trees, of wine and of oil, unto the priests, to the 
chambers of the house of our Qod; and the tithes of our 
ground unto the Levites, that the same might have the 
tithes in all the cities of our tillage, (v. 38) And the priest 
the son of Aaron shall he with the Levites, when the Levites 
take tithes : and the Levites shall bring up the tithe of the 
tithes unto the house of our God^ to the chambers, into the 
treasure house, (v. 39) For the children of Israel and the

The Rulers.— (v. 1) ''And the 
riders of the people chodt at Jerusalem: the rest of the 
people also cast lots, to bring one often to dwell in Jerusalem 
the holy city, and nine parts to dwell in other cities, (v. 2) 
And the people blessed all the men that vjUXingly offered 
themselves to dwell at Jerusalem." 

The "tenth" of Judah.— (v. 3) "Now these are the chief 
of ike province that dwelt in Jerusalem : but in the cities 
ofJuaah dwdt every one in his possession in their cities, 
to wit, Israel, the priests, and the Levites, and the Nethin- 
ims, and the children of Solomon^s servants, (v. 4) And at 
Jerusalem dwelt certain of the children of Judcth, and of 
the children of Benjamin. Of the children of Judah ; 
Athaiah the son of Uzziah, the son of Zechariah, the son 
of Amariah, the son of Shephatiah, the son of Mahalaleel, 
of the children of Perez ; (v. 5) And Maaseiah the son of 
Baruch, the son of Col-hozeh, the son of Hazaiah, the sou of 
Adaiah, the sou of Joiarib, the son of Zechariah, the son 
of ShxUmL (v. 6) All the sons of Perez that dwelt at 
Jerusalem were four hundred threescore and eight valiant 
men.''

The ** tenth" of BenJamlxL— (v. 7) ''And these are the sons 
of Benjamin ; Sallu the son of Meshullam, the son of Joed, 
the son of Pedaiah, the son of Kolaii^ the son of Maa- 
seiah, the son of Ithiel, the son of Jesaiah. (v. 8) And 
after him Oabbai, Stdlai, nine hundred twenty and eight. 
(v. 9) And Joel the son of Zichri was their overseer : and 
Jadah the son of Senuah was second over the city." 

The Besldent Priests. — (v. 10) " Of the priests : Jedaiah 
the son of Joiarib, Jachin. (v. 11) Seraiah the son of 
Hilkiah, the son of Meshnllam, the son of Zadok, the son 
of Meraioth, the son of Ahituh, was the ruler of the house 
of God, (v. 12) And their brethren that did the work of 
the hoase were eight hundred twenty and two : and 
Adauzh the son of Jeroham, the son of Pelaliah, the son 
of Amzi, the son of Zechariah, the son of Pashur, the son 
of Malchiah, (v. 13) And his brethren, chief of the fathers, 
two hundred forty and two: and Amashai the son of 
Azareel, the son of Ahasai, the son of Meshillemoth, the 
son of Immer, (v. 14) And their brethren, mighty men of 
valour, an hundred twenty and eight : and their overseer 
was Zabdiel, the son of one of the great men.'' 

The Besldent Levltes. — (v. 15) ** Also of the Levites: She- 
maiah the son of Hashub, the son of Azrikam, the son 
of Hashabiah, the son of Bunni : (v. 16) And Shabbethai 
and Jozabad, of the chief of the Levites, had the oversight 
of the oviioard business of the house of God. (v. 17) And 
Mattaniah the son of Mlcha, the son of Zabdi, the son of 
Asaph, was the principal to begin the thanksgiving in prayer: 
and Bakbukiah the second among his brethren, ana Abda 
the son of Shammna, the son of Galal, the son of Jeduthun. 
(v. 18) All the Levites in the holy city were two hundred 
fourscore and four. (v. 19) Moreover, the porters; Akkub, 
Talmon, and their brethren that kept the gates, were an 
hundred seventy and two." 

The Non-residents. — (v. 20) ** And the residue of Israel, of 
the priests, and the Levites, were in all the cities of Judah, 
every one in his inheritance, (v. 21) But the Nethinims 
dwelt in Ophel : and Ziha <md Gispa were over the 
Nethinims." 

The Levites' Overseer.— (v. 22) " The overseer also of the 
Leviles at Jerusalem was Uzzi the son of Bani, the son of 
Hashabiah, the son of Mattaniah, the son of Micha. Of 
the sons of Asaph, the singers were over the business of the 
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house of God. (t. 23) For it was the hin^B ccmmmidment 
concemixig th^m, that a oertaln portion should be for the 
singers, due for every day. (v. S^) And Pethahiah the son 
of Meshezabeel, of the childi«n of Zerah the son of Jadafa, 
was at the kin^s hand in all matters concerning the people.'' 
DweUers In tbe Qountry.— (v. 25) ^^ And for the viUageSy 
with Uieir fields, some of the children of Judali dwelt at 
Kirjaih-wrha^ and in the villages thereof, and at Dibon, and 
in the villages thereof, and at Jekabzeel, and in the villages 
thereof, (v. 26) And at J^ua^ and at Mcladahy and at 
Beth-phdet, (v. 27) And at Hazar-^sbual, and at Beer- 
sheba, and in the villages thereof, (v. 28) And at.Zikla^, 
and at Mekonah, and in the villages thereof, (v. 29) 
And at En-rtrnmon^ and at Zareah, and at Jarmnth, 
(v. 30) Zanoah, AduUam, and in their villages, at Lachish, 
and ^e fields thereof, at Azekah, and in the villages 
thereof. And they dwelt ^om Beershehaunto the vdlley of 
Mimnma, (v. 31) The children also of Benjamin fnm, Uwa

returned with ZerubbabeL Y. 2, '* Now t?ie Snt iiihabtt' 
arUs that diodt in their possessions in their cities were." The 
words **^st inhabitants" have reference to those who re- 
sided there in 536, and imply that they were followed hj 
others afterwards. 

In Nehemiah xi. we have names not only from those 
first settlers, but of othens who came up in 457 with Ezra 
— about 2000 men, or 6000 men, women, and children, 
Ezra viiL; and later still, of those who may have come 
with Nehemiah himself in 445. 

1. Some names would ther^ore appear in Nehemiah's 
later list which were not fownd m the ea/rUer one of 
1 Chron. — Ezra's list, made m Judea after the return, con- 
taining 42,360 persons; while in Nehemiah's time the 
numbers amounted to not less than 50,000 {of those who 
returned from BobyloTC), Thus, in r. 8, Gabbai, Sallai, are 
not found in the earlier lists, 1 Chron. ix. So in v. 21, 
"Gispa." 

2. Many names must have undergone a change during 
the 90 years which elapsed between the return of the first 
caravan in 536 and of those under Nehemiah ; as in v. 4, 
Athaiah is in the earlier lists (1 Chron. ix.) Uthai ; v. 5, 
Maaseiah is Asaiah. 

3. The purpose of the lists being generally to identify 
the people, by tracing their descent from known heads, au 
the uuks in the genealogies need not he specified, two or 
three leading names being sufficient for the purpose. 
Thus, in v. 4, " Athaiah's " descent is traced through five 
names to Pharez and Judah ; while in 1 Chron. he is 
traced through four only. ''Maaseiah," v. 5, is traced 
through six names to Shiloni (Shiloh) and Judah; in 
1 Chron. no names intervem^ Shiloni and Judah being 
deemed sufficient. Sallu, v. 7, is traced through Meshol- 
1am, his father, and six ancestors ; while in 1 Chron. he 
is traced through Meshullam and two names. In v. 15, 
Shemaiah is traced through four links ; but in 1 ChrQu. 
only through three, tc MerarL 

4. Many persons s6em to have had more names than one; 
thus, V. 11 Seruah is called, in 1 Chron. ix. 11, Azariah. 
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5. Naxuesare fiequeDtlyemplojed to designate housea^ 
notp^rionSf the persons having lived in the time of Zerub- 
babel, but the name being still used for the family or 
hcAJM, Thus Seraiah lived in 636— «ee 1 Chron. vL 14 ; 
Ezra iii. 2; Neh. xii. 10-<-but in ch. zL 11, and elsewhere, 
his name is used as though he lived also in Nehemiah's 
days ; but here the house is meant, not the person, as fre- 
quently. See w)te»i ch. z. 2, &c. 

6. Errors may have crept into the text through the 
carelessness of transcribers, especially in names and num- 
bers. Thus, V. 10, Jedaiah the wn, qf-^ Jedaiah, Joiarib, and 
Jachin having been heads of separate courses — ^the words 
*'eon of" are incorrect, see 1 Chron. ix. 10 ; also, in num- 
bering the/7ri08to, in Nehemiah's UUer list we have dwelling 
at Jerusalem 1192, while in the earlier list of 1 Chron. it 
is given as 1760. This may be an error, but it may be 
explained by dumaes of which we know nothing.

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CHAPTER XIII. 

The Law is read, and the people separate them- 
selves from the mixed mnltitade^ 1-3. The 
Temple Chambers cleansed by Nehemiah, 
4-9. His last Beformation, 20-31. 

Isra^ separated from Strangers.— (y. 1) ''On that day 
they read in the hook of Moses in the audience of the 
people ; and therein was found written, that the Ammon- 
ite and the Moabite should not come into the congregation 
of God for ever ; (v. 2) Because they met not the children of 
Israel with bread and with water, but hired Balaam against 
them, that he should curse them: howbeit our God turned 
the curse into a blessing, (v. 3) Now it came to pass, when 
they had heard the law, that they separated from Israel all 
the mixed multitude." 

Tlie Cliambers of tbe Temple tileaiued.— (y. 4) ''And before 
this, Eliashib the priest, haying the oyersight of the cham- 
ber of the house of our God, was allied unto Tobiah : (y. 5) 
And he had prepared for him a great chamber, where 
aforetime they laid the meat ofiferings, the frankincense, 
and the yessels, and the tithes of the corn, the new wine, 
and the oil, which was commanded to be giyen to the 
Leyites, and the singers, and the porters; and the offerings 
of the priests, (y. 6) But in all this time vhis not 1 at 
Jerusalem: for in the two and thirtieth year of Artaxerxes 
king of Babylon came I unto the king, and after certain 
days obtained I leaye of the king : (y. 7) And I came to 
Jerusalem, and understood of the eyil that Eliashib did 
for Tobiah, in preparing him a chamber in the courts of 
the house of God. (7. 8) And it grieyed me sore : therefore 
I cast forth all the household stuff of Tobiah out of the 
chamber, (y. 9) Then I commanded, and they cleansed the 
chambers : and thither brought I again the yessels of the 
house of God, with the meat offering and the frankincense." 

ThB Officers In Ood's bouse reformed. — (y. 10) ^^ And I 
perceived that the portions of the Levites had not been 
giyen them : for the Leyites and the singers, that did the 
work, were Jled everyone to his field, (y. 11) Then con- 
tended I with the rulers, and said, Why is the house of 
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Qod forsaken ? And I gathered them together^ and Ht th^m 
in their place, (y. 12) Then brought all Judah the tithe of 
the com and the new wine and the oil unto the treasuries. 
(T. 13) And J made tr^euurere oyer the treasurias^ ^Mle- 
miah the priest, and Zadok the ecribe^ and qf the Levitee, 
Pedaiah : and next to them was Hanan the son of Zaoour, 
the aon oi Mattaniah: for they were isoanted faithfaU and 
their office was to distribute unto their bsethren. (t. 14) 
Remember me^ O my God, concerning this, and wipe not 
out my food deeds that I have done lor the house of xny 
God, and for the offices thereof.^ 

Tlhs Violation of tlie flabbatlL— (r. 15) " In those days 
flaw I in Judah some treading vfiuB preaeee on the eabbcUk, 
and bringing in sheaves, and lading asses ; as aJso wine, 
firapeag and figs, And all jooanner of burdens, which they 
brought into Jerusalem on the sabbath day : and I testi- 
fied against them in the doff wherein they ecld victuals. 
(t. 16) There dwelt men of Tyre also therein, which brought 
fish, and all manner of ware, and sold on the sabbath unto 
the children of Judah, and in Jerusalem. <▼. 17) Then I 
oontended with the fwblee of Judah, and said unto them, 
What evil thing is this that ye do, and profane the sabbath 
day ? (T. 16) IHd not your fathers thus, and did not oiir 
God bring all this evil upon us, and upon this city ? yet 
ye bring more wrath upon Israel by profaning the sabbath. 
(7. 19) And it came to pass, that when the gates of Jeru- 
salem began to be dari b^ore the sabbath,! oommanded 
that the gates should be shut, and charged that they should 
not be opened till after the sabbath : and some of fny 
servants set I at the gates, that there should no burden 
be brought in on the sabbath day. <v. 21) So the mer- 
chants and sellers of all kind of ware lodged without Jeru- 
salem once or twice, (t. SO) Then I testified against them, 
and said unto them. Why lodge ye about the wall ? if ye 
do so again, I will lay hands on you. From that time 
forth came they no more on the sabbath, (v. 22) And I 
commanded the Levites that they afaould cleanse themselvei, 
and that they should come and keep the gates, to sanctify 
the sabbath day. Bemember me, O my God, oonceming 
this alsQ^ and spaitt me according to the greatness of thy 
mercy." 

Harrying strange Wtves forbidden. — (y. 23) "In those 
days also saw I Jews that had married wives of Athdod, 
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4>f Ammoii, and of Moab : (v. S4) And Iheir ohildren 
apiJce half in the speech of Ajshdod, and could not speak 
VOL tibe Jews' language, but according to the Umgwiffe of 
eouk people, (t. 25) And I cont^ided with them, cmd 
cnreea them^ and emote certam of thern^ and plucked oJQT their 
hair, and made them swear by God, saying, Ye shall not 
give your daughters unto their sons, nor take their daugh- 
ters unto your sons, or for your8elye& (r. 26) Did not 
Solwiwm king of lerad sin by these things 9 yet among 
many nations was there no king like him, who was hdoved 
of hie God, and God made him king over all Israel : never- 
tn^eas even him did otUiUmdieh womeft cause to an. (v. 27) 
Shall we then hearken unto you to do all this great evil, to 
transgress against our Gkxl in marrying strange wives? 
(y. 28) And one of the eons ofJoiada, the son of Eliashib, 
the high priest, was son-in-law to Sanballat the Horonite : 
therefore I chotsed him from me, (y. 29) Remember them, 
O my God, because they have defiled the priesthood, and 
the ooyenant of the priesthood, and of the jLevites* (y. 30) 
Thus deansed I them from all strangers, and appointed 
the ffforde of the prieete and the Levites, eyery one in his 
business ; (y. 31) And for the wood-oijferinfff at times ap» 
pointed, and for the first-fruits. Bemember me, O my 
God, for good"

^Lodged mthouiJertisalem/* r, 20. — ^They erected booths 
against the walls, either waiting for the opening of the 
gates, or in hope of attracting the people without the 
walls to purchase their goods.

SUPPLEMENTAL NOTE& 



Tbe Authonliip of NeliemlalL— ^' In the Book of Nehe- 
miah, Nehemiah himself relates in the first person, in one 
consecutive narrative, the history of the rebuilding of the 
walls of Jerusalem, from the time that God first put the 
desire into his mind at the court of Persia, until it was com- 
pleted, and he had made over the charge of the city (ch. 
i-vii 4), and ends with his gathering the people together 
(ch. viL 5). Tbe next portion describes what they did 
when so gathered (ch. yiii.-x.) The acts being religious, 
not civil, the prominent part belonged to Ezra. Nehemiah 
joins himself in with the rest of the congregation, saying 
no longer " I," but " we." The 11th chapter gave no occa- 
sion for the first person, being an account of measures 
taken by the people themselves for the re-peopling of Jeru- 
salem. In the 12th and 1 3th Nehemiah had again occasion 
to speak of himself. The act with which this history closes 
falls soon after b.c. 414. The whole, then, of the book which 
admits of it (ch. i.-vii., x. 28-39, xii. 27-47, xiii,) is written 
in ike first person. Where Nehemiah acted alone (ch. i.-vii.) 
he necessarily speaks of himself, " I ; " where the first part 
belonged to another he classes himself with others, *' we," 
(ch. ix. 38, X. 1). Thus, all marks itself as contemporary," &c. 
— " Lectures on the Prophet Danid,*^ by Dr. Pusey, p. 339. 

2. On fbe TATignage of the Book of Nehemiah. — ^ In re- 
spect to language and style, this book is very similar to the 
Chronicles and Ezra. Nehemiah has, it is true, quite his 
own manner, and certain phrases and modes of expression 
peculiar to himself. He has also some few words and forms 
not found elsewhere in Scripture, but the general Hebrew 
style is exactly that of the oooks purporting to be of the 
same age. Some words occur in Chron., Ezra, and Neh., 
but nowhere dse. • . . 

" The Book of Nehemiah has always had aii undisputed 
place in the canon, being included by the Hebrews under

the general head of the <' Book of Ezra."— '< SndthU Die- 
tiorumf of the BiMe" p. 606. 

8. On tbe ntimben of those wlio retained with ZembhabeL 
— It is stated by Mr. Bannister (" Swrvey of the Holy 
Land'*) that the number of those who returned with 
Zerubbabel wen over 150,000. The 42,360 enumerated in 
Ezra ii. and Neh. vii are stated by him to have been all 
men. The women, consequently, would give a similar 
number, and, with old persons and children, the sum total 
would amount to about 160,000. 

4. Neh. vll 68.— In the *^Sp€aker^e Commefntary^ the 
difference in the amount contributed — in Ezra 61,000 
drachms of gold, in Neh. 41,000 — was explained by sup- 
posing that tox 4 we should read 6 in Neh, The following, 
from '* Smith's Dictionary of the BUble^ supports this ex- 
planation : '^ The shares, we learn from Nehemiah, were 
20,000 in two out of the three donors, but 1,000 in the case 
of the third and chief dofnor. Is it not evident that in 
Nehemiah the 20 has slipped out of the text ? " 

5. "Jews and Bamarltans." — The causes of the enmity 
which subsisted between the peoi)le of Samaria and 
returned tribes of Judah and Benjamin are briefly as 
follows : — 

1. In 721 B.C. the ten tribes were carried into captivity 
by Shalmanezer, Kin^ of Assyria; and at a later date 
(B.C. 677) all that remained in the country by Ezarhaddon. 
These kings placed in the cities of Samaria colonists from 
Babylon, Hamath, Sepharvaim, and Iva. These new 
inhabitants were idolaters (2 Kings xvii. 41); and 
although to some extent instructed in the religion of the 
land, yet even then, while they feared God, they also 
worshipped idols. This idolatry was one of the chief 
causes of the enmity. —See Appendix H, 

2. After the captivity they aesired to be allowed to par- 
ticipate in the rebuilding of the Temple at Jerusalem. 
Ezra rejected their claim, and at once they threw off the 
mask, and became open enemies, frustratiug the work of 
the Jews through several successive reigns — from Cyrus 
to Darius Hystaspes, B.a 519. — See Ezra iv., &c. This 
was a second cause. 

3. In the year 409 Manasseh was expelled from Jeru- 
salem by Nehemiah (ch. xiii.) because he refused to put 
away a etrange wife. The expelled priest obtained per- 
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mission from the kiog ol Persia, Darius NothaSy to erect 
a temple on Mount Gerizim, for the use of the Samaritans 
who had given him refosa This was a third cause. 

The Samaritans had thm th^ sacred mountain, 
Gerizim ; their own temple, built on a grander scale than 
that in Jerusalem; and their own law, for while they 
rejected the books of the Old Testament, they yet had 
their own copy of the five Books of Moses (evidently 
from, at all events, a date anterior to Ka 971, when the 
separation under Jeroboam took place ; for after that time 
they would not have received the Law from the two tribes 
from whom they had rftrolted. — See '* Oraa>ea on the 
FentcOeudt"). 

This Samaritan Pentateuch was written in the ancient 
Hebrew character, and copies of it are at the present time 
in the Gotha Library and elsewhere. — See ^SmitKi 
JHctiona/ry ofihd BiJtleJ^ 

The word Samaritan (see John iv.) occurs only once in 
the Old Testament (2 Kings xvii. 29), and is there applied 
to the idolatrous inhabitants planted in the cities of Israel 
by the Assyrians.

Of these courses 16 belonged to the line of Eleazar, and 
8 belonged to the line of Ithamar. 

They entered on their duties on the Sabbath-day, and 
ceased on the Sabbath, — the outgoing course offering the 
morning sacrifice, and the incoming priests taking the 
evemng sacrifice. 2 Chron. xxiiL 8. 

Four courses only returned with Zerubbabel, each course 
containing now only 1,000 men: they were Jedaiah's (2nd 
of Dayid^}, Immer (16th of David's), Harim (3rd of 
David's)— 1 Chron. xziv. 1-19, Ezra il 36-39,— and Pashur, 
a chief priest of Malchijah's line, — Neh. xi. 12 ; Jer. xxL 1, 
xxxviiL 1 ; 1 Chron. ix. 12, xxiv. 9. Pashur seems to have 
become the head of a course in Nehemiah's time. Ezra iL 38 ; 
Neh. viL 41, X. 3. 

These four courses, containing altogether not more than 
4,000 men, were subdivided into 24 courses anew, bearing 
the same names as before, after the Captivity. They were 
the " chief priestt** of New Testament history. 

LEVITES.— The priests being descended from Aaron, the 
great grandson of Levi, were all Levites ; but only one 
branch of the Levites were priests, viz., the descendants of 
Aaron. 

In David's time, after the sacred census was taken, the 
Levites were divided as follows (see 1 Chron. xxiii. 3-5, 
ix. 19 ; 2 Chron. xxxi. 2 : 

Over the " work of the House of the Lord^ - 24^000 
(To wait on the sons of Aaron.) 
See 1 Chron. xxiii. 3, 4^ 28. 
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*' Officers and Judffesy" 6,000 

(In administering the written law.)

(To praise the Lord with instruments, to 
prophesy with harps, see 1 Chron. xzv.)

The Singers were divided into 24 courses, under the 
three fathers of the Levites— HemaD, Asaph, and Ethan, 
constitutiDg in all a body of over 280 musicians and singers, 
who were always engaged in the sanctuary service. 

The Porters were also divided into 24 courses, of which 
only 6 returned from Babylon.

PERIODS 07 HEBBBW LITBRA.TnB£. 

The period from the age of Moses to David has been 
considered the golden age of the Hebrew language. 

The period from David to Hezekiah or Maiiiasaeh has 
been termed ths sUver age^ several foreign words having 
been received into it from the commercial and political 
intercourse of the Jews and Israelites with Assyria and 
Babylon. 

The period from Manasseh and the Captivity has been 
designated the iron age, the purity of the language having 
been neglected, and mantf foreigu words having crept 
into it 

The period from the Captivity to the times of Christ 
has been termed the leaden age, the Hebrews having 
apparently adopted the vernacular languages of the coun- 
tries where they had resided, so that after this time they 
spoke a dialect of Chaldee mixed with Hebrew words. 
Hence when the Scriptilfes were read, it was fdund neces- 
sary to interpret them to the people in the Chaldean 
language, Nen. viii. 8. This language, as spoken by the 
Jews, after this time was known as the Syro-Chaldee, or 
Aramaic, the Hebrew proper being retained as a learned 
language among the priests and Levites. — Scriptures 
Arranged^ 3rd Edit., p. 16. Jff-om^a Iniroductiony yoL 2, 
p, 6. 

Scott, however— see Com, ad ^oct^m— niaintains that the 
fact that the prophets Haggai, Malacbi, and Zechariah, wrote 
in Hebrew aiter the Captivity, proves beyond any doubt 
that the Hebrew was spoken and understood by the people 
on the return from Babylon, and that they could not have 
forgotten their language within 70 years. 

Young students will do well to note the value of this 
dassificaiion of the Hebrew writings under the several 
periods. It may be illustrated by the changes in the 
English language. In the 8th century, Bedb wrote his 
Ecclesiastical History. In the 11th century, the Normim 
language (French) gave numerous words, which were 
afterwards in use. It is impossible that Bedels language 
could be used ia later times, when the English became 
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mixed with various other tongaes. Similarly the Peota* 
teuch, the pureit Hebrew, was written in the golden period ; 
the former Prophets, Joshna, ftc, in the silver periocL 
Atid after the Uaptivity the writings are so characterised 
bj words imported from the nations around, that the time 
of their authorship cannot fairly be doubted.

EZSA'S REVISION OF TBE SCBtPfXTBES. 

Neh. viil 2-16. 

"The name of Emi the priest occurs /<w the first time in 
the Book of Nehemiah in chap. viiL When the law was 
to be read, he comes forward to read and interpret it to 
the people. It was during this period of retirement uiider 
the government of Nehemiah that he carried out his great 
work of revisinff the law of Moses and other books of the 
Old Testament. The following are the *^ particuLare^ of 
his work : — 

1. He corrected all errors which had crept in through 
the carelessness of transcribers. 

2. He collected together {InU see Avpeindix H) all the 
books of which the Holy Scriptures did then consist) and 
settled the canon of Scripture fcyr hie own time^ dividing 
them into three parts — (1) The Law ; (2) the Prophets ; 
(3) Uie Hagiographa, or holy writings. 

3. He added explanatory verses and words wha*e they 
seemed needed in the earlier books— as in Gen. xii. 6, 
zxiL 14, xzxvL 31 ; Ezod. xvL 35 ; Deut. ii. 12, ill 11, 14 ; 
Prov. XXV. 1. 

4. He changed the old names of places that were grown 
obsolete. Gen. xiv. 14 ; Josh. xix. 47 ; Judg. xviL 29; &c. 

5. He wrote the whole Bible in Chaldee characters, in 
which, since then, the books of the Old Testament have 
been printed — the old Hebrew characters being retained 
only by the Samaritans. 

Having completed his edition of the Law of God, and 
written it out fairly in the Chaldean character, Ezra pub* 
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licly read it to the people of Jerosalem on the Feast of 
Trampets— 1st day of Tusri, Neh. viiL 1. 

Ana it is more probable that Ezra's reading to them the 
law gave them occasion of erecting synagogues among 
l^emselyes for their instruction after the Captiyity, toudir 
ing which we shall enquire — 

1. In what places they were erected ? 

2. What was the service performed therein 1 

3. What were the times of their assembling for service ? 

4. Who were their ministers to perform ?" 

(Prvdeava^ Connections, pp. 330-358. See also 
^^Tovmsend's Bible^^^ aa locum; and "SmM's 
Dtctumaay of the BibleJ^ 
Respecting ihefiur enquiries of Dean Prideaux^ it may 
be enough here to state briefly — 

1. Synagogues were to be built in every place where 
th&cevieirQ ten persons of fuU age and free condition. In 
our Lord's time there were 480 in Jerusalem (?). 

2. The service consisted of prayer (the 18 prayers — 
Shemoueh and Eshreh — of the Liturgy) ; of reading tbe 
Scripture, Luke iv. 18 ; of expounding the Scriptures. 

3. 2'he times, — Monday, Thursday, and Saturday; that 
lE^ two days and the Sabbath, 

4. Who may minister. — ^The synagogue service was not 
confined to the sacerdotal order. Luke iv. 18. 

Dr. Smith says : — ^The principal works ascribed to Ezra 
are— 

(1) The institution of the Oreat Synagogue. 

(2) The settling the canon of Scripture, &c. 

(3) Introducing the Chaldee character instead of the old 
Hebrew. 

(4) Writing several books — ^viz., Chron., Ezra, Esther, &c 

(5) Establishing synagogues. 

— Dictionary of Bible, 
May there oot be added to these works at least one 
more, which seems to have been directly the result of the 
introduction of synagogue worship and of the public read- 
ing of the Scriptures therein three days in every week — 
the termination of idolatry ? Up to the time of the Cap- 
tivity they seem to have had an invincible tendency to 
idolatry ; but after the return from the Captivity in Babylon 
they never again sinned in that direction. The change 
was marvellous, and, under God, must be ascribed to the 
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mtematic readme of the Word of Grod, and the spread of 
divine truth thereby through the families of Israel. 

Compare, for the effect of the word when the people 
heard it read, Neh. viii., and ziiL 1, 2. — History of the Jews 
in aU ages^ p. 268. 



APPENDIX H: 



" THE GBEAT STNAGOGXTE," && 

On the return of the Jews from Babylon, B.a 636, a 
great council was appointed, according to Eabbinic tradi- 
tion, to re-organise the religious life of the people. It con- 
sisted of 120 members, known as the men of the Qreat 
Synagogtie^ Ezra was recognised as their president They 
oollectea the sacred writings of former ages and their own, 
and so completed the canon of the Old Testa?nent. They 
instituted the feast of Fttrim, in remembrance of their 
deliverance from Haman, in the time of Ahasuerus and 
Esther. They organised also the ritual of the synagogue. 
— Smith's Dictionary of the Bible, 

While some uncertainty hangs around the foregoing, th* 
narrative in Nehemiab, ch. viii. 13, clearly implies the 
existence of a body of men acting as counsellors, under 
Ezra's presidency, and these may have been delegates from 
the provincial synagogues = a national synod. The mem- 
bers of this body were succeeded by others, so that the 
Great Synagogue, which met first under Ezra, for the pur- 
poses above s^ted, continued to meet periodically, tkem- 
sdves or their successors^ for nearly 200 years, — Blmoii, the 
Just, in Alexander's time, being their last president 

On the Canon of Scripture the student may consult 
^Han>eTrdck on the Old Testament" or "^%e Scriptures 
Arromged^ pp. 21-31. It should be carefully noted, in 
refereuce to the statement that Ezra and Nehemiah col- 
lected the Scriptures of the Old Testament and closed the 
Canon, that it is not thereby implied that Ezra was the 
first person who collected them. In the books above 
refert«d to, it will be seen that a collection of Scriptures 
was in progress from the earliest times. Exod. xvii. 14 ; 
Deut. xxviiL 68-61; Joshua xxiv. 26; 1 Sam. x. 26; Isaiah 
xxxiv. 16.

It would be well also to indicate the cities and posses- 
sions of the priests and Levites within the boundaries of the 
returned tribes. 

From the times of Ezra and Nehemiah up to the birth of 
Our Lord, the land west of Jordan was divided into three 
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parts, Galilee, Samaria, and Judea, with Pema and 
Tracbonitis, &&, on the east of the river. The tribes that 
lay within each of these divisions should be marked by 
boundary lines of some distinguishing colour. The fol- 
lowing table may help the memory : —
